REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  herewith  respectfully 
present  their  report,  annexed  to  which  will  be  found  the  Treasurer’s 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  a  memorandum  of 
assets  and  liabilities,  and  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  expenses  of 
the  different  departments  of  town  service  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1885. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  sum  of  $9,000  was  appropriated  b}r  the  town  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  for  general  highway  purposes,  $400  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  Hawthorne  Street,  and  $200  for  the  purpose  of  enlarg¬ 
ing  bridges  on  Commercial  and  Broad  Streets.  The  bridge  on 
Commercial  Street  has  been  enlarged,  but  that  on  Broad  Street, 
owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  the  appropriation  remaining  unex¬ 
pended,  was  not  undertaken.  Hawthorne  Street  has  been  con¬ 
structed  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  at  a  cost 
slightly  within  the  sum  appropriated,  with  this  exception.  None 
of  the  new  streets  that  have  been  accepted  by  the  town  have  been 
constructed  ;  neither  have  any  of  the  widenings  and  straighten¬ 
ings  of  old  streets  been  worked,  and  with  the  exception  of  quite  an 
outlay  in  changing  the  grade  of  Main  Street,  from  Independence 
Square  to  near  the  residence  of  Mr.  Prince  Tirrell,  the  sum  ex¬ 
pended  has  been  for  general  highway  purposes,  the  total  expense 
of  which  has  been  within  the  said  appropriation.  Taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  laying  of  the  water  pipe  through  our  principal 
streets  during  the  year,  and  the  generally  unfavorable  weather 
that  prevailed  at  its  close,  our  streets  are  in  as  good  condition  as 
could  reasonably  be  expected.  Permission  has  been  granted  the 
Weymouth  Gas  Company  to  lay  pipe  in  the  streets  of  the  town, 
and  it  is  said  that  work  upon  the  same  will  be  commenced  early  in 
the  spring.  Should  this  prove  to  be  the  case,  and  the  laying  of 
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pipe  become  general.,  a  smaller  appropriation,  perhaps,  would  be 
required  for  general  highway  purposes  than  might  otherwise  seem 
to  be  necessary. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Owing  to  the  numerous  destructive  fires  that  have  occurred  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  and  the  necessaril}7  largely  increased  expenses  caused 
thereby,  the  appropriation  for  the  Fire  Department  has  been  over¬ 
drawn  some  $1,300.  As  the.  town  was  responsible  for  the  bills 
that  were  contracted  on  this  account,  our  only  course  appeared  to 
be  to  pay  them,  and  the  Board  feel  that  all  tax-payers  of  the  town 
will  justify  them  in  so  doing. 

POLICE. 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  the  Police  Department  has  been 
somewhat  in  excess  of  last  year,  the  increase  being  due  wholly  to 
the  employment  of  extra  officers,  as  watchmen,  during  the  preva¬ 
lence  of  incendiar}7  fires.  A  private  detective  was  also  employed 
and  stationed  at  the  almshouse,  where  he  remained  on  duty  a 
month. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  at  the  last  annual  meet¬ 
ing  was  $1,800,  and  an  additional  appropriation  of  $1,000  was 
made  at  the  special  meeting  May  1,  making  a  total  of  $2,800.  Of 
this  sum  there  remains  in  the  treasury  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$497.48.  There  was  also  an  appropriation  of  $800  for  the  suppres¬ 
sion  of  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  ;  of  this  sum  $350.57 
has  been  expended,  leaving  $449.43  still  in  the  treasury.  Our  in¬ 
structions  to  the  police  have  been  to  make  arrests  and  seizures  in 
all  cases  where  there  appeared  to  be  a  reasonable  probability  of 
making  convictions.  A  few  convictions  have  been  made,  though 
there  are  still  undoubtedly  numerous  places  in  the  town  where  in¬ 
toxicating  liquors  can  be  obtained.  The  great  difficulty  is  in  ob¬ 
taining  testimony  that  will  convict  those  who  are  selling  illegally. 
Under  the  vote  of  the  town,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  to  grant 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  one  license  only  has 
been  granted,  and  that  to  Arthur  L.  Armstrong  of  the  Commer- 
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cial  House,  Ward  2,  lie  paying  for  the  same  the  sum  of  $1,000, 
it  being  the  maximum  price  fixed  by  the  statute  for  a  license  of  the 
first  class,  as  well  as  in  conformity  with  the  vote  of  the  town  in¬ 
structing  the  Board  to  issue  no  licenses  for  a  less  sum.  Several 
other  applications  were  received,  but  objection  being  made  by 
abutters  to  the  granting  of  the  licenses,  they  could  not  legally  be 
made. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

As  the  Board  of  Health,  the  calls  upon  us  have  been  numerous ; 
and,  in  the  several  cases  where  complaints  have  been  made  and 
sustained,  the  parties  maintaining  the  cause  of  complaint  have 
cheerfully  abated  the  same.  Four  cases  of  varioloid  occurred 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  in  Ward  5  ;  but,  fortunately,  the 
disease  was  confined  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated.  Two  of 
the  patients  have  fully  recovered,  and  the  remainder  are  favorably 
progressing  towards  recovery. 

SUITS. 

Four  actions  of  tort  have  been  commenced  against  this  town 
during  the  past  year,  in  the  Superior  Court  liolden  for  Norfolk 
County,  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  personal  injuries  alleged 
to  have  been  suffered  by  reason  of  defects  in  certain  highways  in 
the  town,  viz.  :  — 

In  the  first  suit,  John  Iveeshan,  of  Hingham,  was  plaintiff,  and 
claimed  to  have  fallen  into  a  trench  on  Pleasant  Street,  dug  for 
the  purpose  of  la}Ting  the  water  pipes  therein,  on  the  evening  of 
June  13,  1885  ;  but  Mr.  W.  C.  McClallan,  who,  by  his  contract 
with  the  Water  Commissioners,  was  liable  for  any  defect  of  the 
kind  alleged,  undertook  the  defence,  and  settled  the  suit  without 
trial. 

In  the  second  case,  Russell  B.  Pratt,  a  boy  of  twelve  years,  by 
his  next  friend,  is  plaintiff,  and  claims,  in  his  writ,  $4,000  as  dam¬ 
ages  by  reason  of  injury  to  his  head  from  the  fall  of  a  derrick 
which  was  in  use  in  widening  the  culvert  under  Commercial  Street, 
near  the  East  Weymouth  Skating  Rink,  on  the  twenty- third  day  of 
April  last.  The  action  was  entered  in  court  on  the  first  Monday 
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of  November  last,  and  was  placed  upon  the  jury  trial  list  at  the 
December  sitting  of  the  court ;  but,  after  preparation  for  trial  and 
several  da3Ts’  attendance,  the  juries  were  dismissed  on  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  case  next  before  this  action  in  the  order  of  trials,  and 
the  action  continued  to* the  next  April  sitting  of  the  court.  This 
Board  is  advised  by  the  counsel  for  the  town  that  the  facts  in  this 
case,  as  they  have  learned  them,  will  not  authorize  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff. 

In  the  third  action  Roger  W.  Drew  is  plaintiff,  and  lays  his  dam¬ 
ages  at  $4,000,  for  personal  injury  in  breaking  his  leg  by  stepping 
from  the  sidewalk  into  the  gutter,  on  Main  Street,  while  hurrying 
to  the  fire  which  consumed  the  barn  of  Mr.  Loring  Tirrell  on  the 
ninth  day  of  October  last.  The  Selectmen,  upon  their  information, 
are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  plaintiff  has  no  legal  ground  on 
which  to  base  his  claim.  The  writ  of  this  plaintiff  was  entered  in 
court  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  last,  and  will  probably  be 
heard  at  the  next  April  sitting  of  the  Superior  Court.  In  the 
fourth  action,  Benjamin  F.  Shaw  is  plaintiff.  His  writ  is  dated 
January  23,  1886,  and  is  returnable  to  court  on  the  first  Monda}T 
of  March  next.  The  damages  claimed  in  his  writ  are  $4,000,  for 
injuries  sustained  by  him  in  stepping  into  a  hole  in  the  sidewalk  on 
Broad  Street,  near  the  pond  of  M.  C.  Dizer,  Esq.,  caused  by  the 
washing  away  of  the  gravel  around  a  drainpipe  laid  by  Mr.  Dizer  ; 
and  we  think  it  clear  that  if  the  town  is  held  liable  in  damages  in 
this  suit,  it  will  be  entitled  to  recover  them  from  Mr.  Dizer,  and 
we  have  caused  him  to  be  notified  to  appear  and  defend  in  this 
action . 


TOWN  DEBT. 

The  debt  of  the  town,  as  shown  by  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer, 
lias  increased  during  the  year  a  trifle  over  $6,000  ;  but  attention  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  not  one  dollar  of  this  increase  is  chargeable 
to  any  of  the  accounts  that  are  controlled  by  this  Board.  Would 
it  not  be  for  the  interest  of  the  town  to  raise  and  appropriate  sums 
sufficient  to  meet  their  necessary  expenses,  rather  than  to  allow  the 
increase  of  the  debt  by  borrowing? 
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GUIDE-BOARDS. 

The  guide-boards  throughout  the  town  have  been  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  good  condition. 

i 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  labors  of  our  successors  in  making  up 
their  annual  report,  and  furthermore  that  a  correct  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  may  then  be  given,  we  would 
respectfully  request  all  having  demands  against  the  town  to  pre¬ 
sent  them  as  near  the  close  of  the  year  as  possible. 

Much  unnecessary  delay  has  been  caused  in  making  up  the  pres¬ 
ent  report  by  withholding  bills  which,  with  slight  effort,  could  have 
been  presented  in  proper  season.  Then-  are  now  bills  amounting 
to  several  hundred  dollars  that  should  have  appeared  here  that 
were  not  received  until  after  the  closing  of  the  books  for  the  year. 

In  making  up  the  accompanying  schedule  of  expenditures  for  the 
3’ear,  our  endeavor  has  been  to  comply  as  nearly  as  possible  with 
the  spirit ,  though  perhaps  we  may  have  failed  to  conform  strictly 
to  the  letter  of  the  existing  by-laws.  We  hope,  however,  that  we 
may  have  succeeded  in  making  our  statements  sufficiently  plain, 
and  in  a  manner  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 

POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  submit  their  annual 
report,  together  with  the  Auditors’  appraisal  of  almshouse  prop¬ 
erty,  and  a  statement  in  detail  of  expenses  for  support  of  the  poor 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1885. 

The  almshouse  still  continues  in  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph 
Cummings,  who  have  performed  their  varied  duties  in  a  manner 
highly  satisfactory  to  the  Overseers. 

Their  labors  during  the  past  year  have  been  unusually  arduous 
and  perplexing,  and  the  town  were  fortunate  in  having  the  man¬ 
agement  of  affairs  there  in  such  able  hands. 

Four  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  house  during  the  year,  three 
of  which  were  persons  well  advanced  in  }rears  ;  otherwise  the  health 
of  the  inmates  has  been  good. 

The  receipts  of  the  farm  are  gradually  increasing,  and  we  can 
see  no  reason  why,  with  the  present  management,  they  should  not 
continue, to  increase  still  more  in  the  future. 

It  will  be  noticed  bv  our  memorandum  that  the  s*de  of  wood  con- 
stitutes  a  large  percentage  of  the  receipts,  showing  that  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  the  wood  lot  a  few  years  since,  together  with  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  several  hundred  cords  of  standing  wood  more  recentl}T, 
has  proved  a  valuable  investment  for  the  town,  not  only  as  a 

0 

source  of  profit,  but  as  a  means  of  giving  employment  to  such  of 
the  inmates  as  are  able  to  perform  light  labor,  and  who  otherwise 
might  be  inclined  to  be  mischievous  and  troublesome.  The  wood- 
pile  also  gives  emplo3rment  to  the  hundreds  of  tramps  that  we  are 
obliged  to  furnish  with  lodging  and  breakfast,  and  who  are  usually 
required  to  perform  a  given  amount  of  labor  before  leaving  the 
place. 

And  the  Board  would  here  suggest  that  the  town  instruct  its  dif¬ 
ferent  departments  which  require  wood  to  purchase  the  same  at  the 
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almshouse,  provided  the  price  shall  be  no  higher  than  wood  as 
well  prepared  can  be  obtained  for  elsewhere. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  the  almshouse  has  been  considerably 

in  excess  of  last  year,  owing  principally  to  the  increased  number 

of  inmates.  The  cost  per  week,  however,  has  been  reduced,  being 

$1.75j-  per  week  for  each  inmate,  against  $1.88  in  1884.  The 

• 

amount  of  assistance  rendered  the  poor  in  town  out  of  the  house 
shows  an  increase  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  over  last 
year.  The  number  of  persons  assisted  has  also  increased.  Our 
most  expensive  case  is  that  of  Mr.  Thos.  Gammon,  in  Ward  1,  who 
required  the  constant  attention  of  a  nurse  both  day  and  night.  The 
matter  of  his  removal  to  the  almshouse  has  been  considered,  but 
owing  to  its  crowded  state,  no  room  suitable  for  a  person  in  his 
condition  could  be  provided.  But  as  soon  as  rooms  in  the  new 
building  can  be  prepared,  the  Overseers  would  recommend  his  re¬ 
moval  to  them  at  once. 

Claims  upon  us  from  cities  and  other  towns  have  been  unusually 
large,  covering  some  expensive  cases.  That  of  Geo.  F.  Groves, 
an  inmate  of  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital,  has  been  in  dispute  be¬ 
tween  our  town  and  Cohasset  for  the  past  two  years,  but  we  were 
finally  obliged  to  acknowledge  the  settlement,  it  having  been 
gained  through  the  military  settlement  of  the  father,  who  served  as 
a  soldier  in  the  quota  of  this  town.  Michael  Donovan  also  had  a 
military  settlement  in  this  town.  At  the  time  that  notice  of  his 
sickness  was  received  by  the  Board  he  was  too  ill  to  be  removed  ; 
we  were  therefore  obliged  to  let  him  remain  with  his  family  at 
Winchester,  where,  after  a  sickness  of  a  few  months’  duration,  he 
died,  leaving  a  large  number  of  children,  who  fortunately  are  now 
being  provided  for  by  relatives,  and  it  is  hoped  that  no  further  aid 
will  be  required  by  them.  The  case  of  Prince  McKenzie  should 
have  gone  into  the  report  of  last  }rear,  but  the  bills  were  not  re¬ 
ceived  in  season. 

Four  new  names  have  been  added  to  our  list  of  patients  at  luna¬ 
tic  hospitals.  One  has  been  discharged  and  is  now  self-support¬ 
ing,  and  a  committee  of  our  Board  who  has  recently  visited  Taun¬ 
ton  reports  that  the  attending  physician  thinks  that  one  other  now 
there  can  with  safety  be  removed  to  the  almshouse,  and  the 


Board  would  recommend  that  it  be  done  as  soon  as  room  can  be 
provided. 

Two  attempts  were  made  during  the  fall  to  destroy  the  almshouse 
property  by  fire,  and  had  not  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  exer¬ 
cised  great  coolness  and  judgment  in  handling  the  fire  the  attempt 
.would  doubtless  have  proved  successful.  The  inmates  are  also  enti¬ 
tled  to  credit  for  valuable  assistance  rendered.  Opinions  are  divided 
as  to  by  whom  the  attempt  to  destroy  the  property  was  made,  but 
the  Overseers  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  had  there  been  feiver 
pj'ofessionals  engaged  in  working  up  the  case  the  guilty  party 
might  have  been  discovered. 

Considering  the  frequent  attempts  that  were  bein^  made  to 
destroy  the  property,  the  Overseers  thought  it  advisable  to  insure, 
which  they  did  to  the  amount  of  $4,550.  A  mechanic’s  risk  for 
$5,000  had  previously  been  placed  upon  the  house  to  cover  during 
the  building  of  the  extension,  making  a  total  of,  now  on  the  prop¬ 
erty,  $9,550.  By  the  burning  of  the  Pest  House,  upon  which 
there  was  no  insurance,  the  town  suffered  a  loss  of  from  $1,000  to 
$1,200. 

Early  in  the  spring  proposals  were  solicited  for  building  the 
extension  to  the  almshouse,  but  as  no  satisfactory  bids  were  re¬ 
ceived,  the  matter  rested  until  September,  when  a  contract  was 
made  with  Mr.  W.  P.  Marlow,  for  doing  the  work  above  the  under¬ 
pinning  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications,  for  the  sum  of 
$3,300.  The  building  is  now  nearly  completed,  but  the  basement 
is  in  an  unfinished  state,  and  a  further  appropriation  will  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  complete  it,  and  also  to  furnish  the  new  rooms,  change  the 
boiler  and  range,  and  to  extend  the  heating  apparatus.  The  Board 
are  of  the  opinion  that  $3,000  will  accomplish  all  of  this  work,  and 
would  recommend  the  appropriation  of  that  sum  for  these  pur¬ 
poses.  We  would  also  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  house  and  stable  with  Great  Pond 
water,  not  only  as  a  means  of  protection  against  fire,  but  for  domes¬ 
tic  uses.  The  water  in  the  well  near  the  house  has  been  unfit  for 
months,  and  all  that  is  used  for  drinking  has  to  be  brought  from 
the  well  across  the  street.  The  cistern,  which  is  of  wood,  is  much 
out  of  repair,  and  nearly  useless. 
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Considerable  dissatisfaction  having  been  manifested  b}^  the  med¬ 
ical  fraternity  of  the  town  regarding  the  method  pursued  b}’  the 
Overseers,  during  the  past  two  years,  of  letting  out  the  medical 
attendance  required  by  the  pauper  poor  to  the  lowest  bidder,  it  has 
been  thought  advisable  to  adopt  the  plan  of  cities  and  the  larger 
towns  of  appointing  physicians  at  a  fixed  salary.  The  salary  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Board  is  as  follows  :  Two  hundred  dollars  per  year  for 
attendance  required  in  Wards  1,  2,  and  3,  including  the  almshouse, 
and  one  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  Wards  4  and  5,  the  salary  in 
both  cases  to  include  the  furnishing  of  all  medicines  and  medical 
'appliances  required.  Two  physicians  have  been  appointed,  but  as 
3ret  no  notice  of  their  acceptance  of  the  position  has  been  received. 

As  will  be  seen  from  our  statement,  the  total  expenditures  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  town’s  poor  the  past  year  has  been  $14,747.68. 
The  expenses  the  coming  year  can,  no  doubt,  be  somewhat  reduced  ; 
but  the  Overseers,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  $13,000  will  be  required  for  that  purpose,  and 
would  therefore  recommend  the  raising  and  appropriation  of  that 


sum.

The  Auditors  of  the  town  herewith  submit  their  report  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1885  :  — 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  the  past  years,  and  at  the 
invitation  of  the  Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  on  Jan.  1, 
1886,  we  visited  the  Town  Farm,  and  took  an  inventory  of  the  per¬ 
sonal  property  found  there,  and  furnished  a  copy  of  the  same  to 
the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  for  publication  in  the  annual  report. 

We  also  looked  over  the  almshouse,  barn,  and  out-buildings 
connected  therewith,  and  found  them  in  excellent  condition,  well 
kept  and  clean,  and  doing  that  portion  of  the  town’s  service  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner. 

We  have  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the

We  are  glad  to  express  our  satisfaction  at  the  plain  and  business¬ 
like  manner  in  which  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  are  kept,  and  with 
the  new  system  recently  introduced  in  the  Selectmen’s  department. 
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We  congratulate  the  townupon  the  successful  begihning  of  what  we 
hope  may  grow  into  a  perfect  system  of  keeping  its  financial 
records. 

We  also  renew  our  suggestion,  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  for 
the  town  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  employing  an  officer  who 
shall  act  as  clerk  of  the  various  boards  of  town  officers,  doing  the 
clerical  work  for  them  all,  and  thus  make  it  possible  to  compare 
their  several  accounts  and  see  that  they  harmonize. 

Such  an  officer  might  prepare  and  arrange  the  details  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  Assess¬ 
ors,  thus  saving  a  great  amount  of  time,  besides  insuring  more 
accurate  work  and  a  harmonious  S3rstem,  covering  all  of  the  town’s 
financial  transactions,  also  greater  promptness  and  despatch. 

The  magnitude  of  the  town  business  has  grown  into  such  pro¬ 
portions,  amounting  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  }Tearly, 
besides  that  of  the  Water  Board  (which  could  probably  be  done  by 
the  same  officer) ,  as  to  require  the  most  perfect  and  best  managed 
system  possible,  or  the  interests  of  the  town  must  suffer.

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ENGINEERS’  REPORT. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth : 

Gentlemen,  —  The  Board  of  Engineers  of  the  Weymouth  Fire 
Department  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31,  1885  :  — 

In  regard  to  fires,  the  past  year  has  been  one  long  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  the  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

Ihie  appropriation  for  the  past  year  seemed  rather  small  con¬ 
sidering  the  vast  amount  of  apparatus  and  the  large  number  of  men 
necessary  to  form  the  different  companies ;  but  under  the  circum¬ 
stances,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  use  the  uttermost  econ¬ 
omy,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  large  number  of  fires  of  an 
incendiary  origin,  we  should  not  have  exceeded  the  appropriation. 
But  when  the  midnight  incendiary  applies  the  match  in  the  midst  of 
the  most  disastrous  places,  the  expense  to  follow  knows  no  bounds. 

The  great  fire  at  the  Landing,  Sept.  19,  was  one  of  the  hardest 
to  fight  since  the  organization  of  the  fire  department,  and  every 
townsman  should  be  proud  of  the  management  of  that  fire,  and  the 
efficient  services  of  the  firemen  from  this  and  our  neighboring 
towns.  As  it  was  plain  to  see,  had  it  not  been  for  a  well  organ¬ 
ized  department,  the  greater  part  of  the  village  would  have  lain  in 
ashes,  and  the  morning  would  have  dawned  upon  the  darkest  day 
that  Weymouth  ever  saw. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Nov.  27,  a  meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  Water 
Board  and  Engineers  was  called  at  the  Town  Hall,  to  consider  the 
wants,  to  better  perfect  the  fire  department.  After  a  careful  con- 
sideration,  it  was  deemed  best  to  purchase  a  sufficient  number  of 
hydrant  gates,  and  as  many  play  pipes  as  the  Engineers  thought 
best.  It  was  done,  and  each  ward  supplied  with  the  same. 

As  the  introduction  of  water  into  the  town  has  proved  a  perfect 
success,  having  some  two  hundred  and  sixty  hydrants  throughout 
the  town,  the  lower  villages  having  a  pressure  sufficient  to  cover 
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the  highest  buildings,  which  proved  satisfactory  to  the  insurance 
companies  to  such  an  extent  that  insurance  has  been  reduced  about 
$10,000  in  this  town,  we  would  recommend  that  all  of  the  hand 
engines  be  disposed  of  as  fast  as  possible,  at  a  fair  price.  The 
two  steamers  are  first  class  and  in  perfect  order.  As  they  would 
have  to  be  sold  at  a  great  sacrifice,  we  do  not  deem  it  expedient 
to  seli  them  at  present. 

We  also  recommend  that  all  companies  be  disbanded  and  a 
new  organization  of  companies  be  formed  throughout  the  town,  not 
to  excede  fifteen  members  to  a  company ;  and  that  they  receive 
thirty  cents  per  hour  while  on  duty..  There  has  been  a  call  from 
many  locations  in  town,  other  than  the  engine  houses,  for  hose  to 
be  placed  under  the  charge  of  efficient  men. 

As  the  Board  seemed  to  be  divided  upon  that  question,  we  would 
submit  it  to  the  town  for  action.  There  are  advantages  and  dis¬ 
advantages.  In  some  cases  a  fire  might  be  put  out  before  assist¬ 
ance  could  arrive  from  the  engine  houses.  Unless  in  extreme  cases, 
we  do  not  think  it  would  be  profitable  to  the  town,  as  hose  would 
not  be  properly  dried  after  use' without  being  brought  to  the  engine 
houses. 

Already  carriages,  with  three  hundred  feet  of  hose,  pipe,  etc  , 
have  been  placed  at  the  Old  North  Church  and  at  Lovell’s  Corner. 
The  next  call  will  be  for  suitable  houses  for  the  same.  Should  it 
continue,  it  would  be  impossible  to  tell  where  to  draw  the  line. 

We  would  also  recommend  a  telegraphic  fire  alarm  of  the  Game- 
well  system,  and  that  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of 
three  four-wheel  hose  carriages,  to  be  located  in  Wards  1,  4 
and  5  ;  and  that  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  hose,  and  the  sum 
of  $2,500  be  appropriated  for  running  expenses,  the  pay  for  fire¬ 
men’s  services  to  be  taken  from  the  same. 

We  believe  that  by  this  organization  the  expenses  will-  be  much 
less  than  in  previous  years,  as  it  will  do  away  with  the  refreshment 
bills,  large  amounts  paid  for  the  use  of  horses,  the  tax  remittance, 
and  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  engines.

There  has  been  but  one  forest  fire  the  past  year  to  which  the 
department  responded,  on  Central  Street,  Ward  5.  There  have  been 
quite  a  number  of  fires  throughout  the  town,  which  have  been 
extinguished  without  a  general  alarm. 

Steamer  No.  1  did  effective  service  over  the  line  at  the  fire  of 
F.  L.  White,  Esq.,  and  undoubtedly  was  the  means  of  saving  his 
house. 

We  believe  that  the  Gen.  Bates,  Putnam  and  Active  will  sell 
readily  for  a  fair  price  as  soon  as  they  are  put  upon  the  market. 
The  houses  in  each  ward  are  in  good  order,  and  the  following  is  a 
list  of  engines,  hook  and  ladder  trucks,  together  with  the  number 
of  feet  of  serviceable  hose,  in  each  ward.

Remarks. 

We  believe  that  with  the  G-amewell  system  of  telegraphic  fire 
alarm  that  the  town  would  be  second  to  none  in  the  State.  For 
a  fire  department,  we  do  not  believe  that  the  telephone  for  fire 
alarms  is  in  any  way  reliable,  as  they  have  alread}~  failed  many 
times  for  that  purpose.  The  hose  carriages  are  indispensable,  as 
it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  draw  by  hand  or  horse  any  dis¬ 
tance  the  ones  that  were  made  to  attach  to  the  engines. 

We  would  suggest  that,  for  the  safety  of  the  public,  all,  who  can 
conveniently,  keep  fifty  feet  or  more  of  garden  hose  ready  for  use, 
which  oftentimes  might  prevent  a  large  fire  and  save  many  thou¬ 
sand  dollars.

OF  THE 

TEUSTEES  OF  TflE  TUFTS  LIBEAKY. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library  respectfully  submit 
the  following  as  their  seventh  annual  report:  — 

The  library  has  been  open  during  the  year  306  days.  The  whole 
number  of  loans  for  the  year  has  been  52,894,  an  average  of  about 
173  per  da}u  Of  the  books  loaned  seventy  per  cent  belong  to  the 
department  of  fiction  ;  ten  per  cent  to  arts,  biography,  and  history  ; 
five  per  cent  to  literature,  natural  science,  and  poetiy  ;  six  per 
cent  to  travels  ;  and  nine  per  cent  to  all  other  departments. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  library  was  made  on  Jan.  1,  1886, 
under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  by  the  librarian  and  assistant, 
with  aid  furnished  by  the  book  committee,  and  shows  that  four 
books  have  been  lost  during  the  two  years  ending  at  that  date. 

During  the  last  year  more  than  900  books  have  been  added  to 
the  library,  it  now  containing  about  9,100  volumes.  The  whole 
number  of  borrowers  has  been  4,213,  and  the  whole  sum  expended 
it  its  maintenance,  $2,130.83. 

These  facts  indicate  a  well  sustained  and  commendable  interest 
on  the  part  of  our  citizens,  in  the  use  as  well  as  in  the  support,  of 
the  library,  and  suggests  that  the  generous  pecuniary  aid  annually 
given  to  it  by  the  town  stimulates  the  interest  of  readers  in  its 
use,  not  alone  by  the  variety  and  novelty  imparted  through  the  con¬ 
stant  additions  of  the  newest  books,  which  such  gifts  enable  its 
trustees  to  make,  but  as  well  by  reason  of  that  feeling  innate  in  the 
human  race  which  ever  prompts  us  to  prize  more  highly  that  which 
has  cost  us  labor  or  sacrifice.

But  while  desirous  of  interesting  the  largest  possible  number  of 
those  who  are  willing  to  read  books  which  are  not  harmful,  and 
especially  desirous  to  attract  the  youth  of  the  town,  by  furnishing 
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them  the  opportunity  of  choice  from  a  wide  range  of  fresh,  enter¬ 
taining  and  instructive  reading,  the  trustees  have  not  thought  it  to 
be  conducive  to  their  welfare  or  to  the  permanent  prosperity  of  the 
library  to  attempt  to  allure  any  to  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges, 
by  offering  fictions  which,  though  not  positively  immoral  in  ten¬ 
dency,  have  no  higher  aim  than  to  be  sensational ,  and,  in  effect, 
create  a  distaste  for  the  duties  and  pleasures  of  real  life. 

During  the  past  year  Frank  W.  Lewis,  Esq.,  who  had  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees  from  the  founding  of  the  library, 
terminated  his  connection  with  it,  in  anticipation  of  his  removal 
from  the  State.  Although  this,  happily’,  is  not  the  occasion  to 
write  his  eulogy',  —  and  may7  that  time  be  long  delayed,  —  it  seems  to 
his  associates  in  the  direction  <>f  the  library  to  be  eminently7  proper 
now  to  record  our  high  appreciation  of  his  wise  and  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  that  large  share  of  the  duties  of  the  board,  w  hich  dur¬ 
ing  his  whole  term  of  service  was  devohed  upon  him,  and  especi¬ 
ally  of  those  incident  to  its  founding,  and  the  arranging  of  its 
methods  of  operation  ;  and  also  to  express  our  sense  of  loss,  both 
personal  and  official,  in  his  departure  from  our  community. 

The  trustees  also  deem  it  to  be  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  to  ad¬ 
vise  the  town  that  the  need  of  additional  space  for  the  library  and 
reading-room  is  somewhat  urgent,  and  that,  in  their  judgment, 
some  plan  must  soon  be  devised  and  executed  for  a  considerable 
increase  of  shelf  space,  without  encroaching  further  upon  the  area 
now  devoted  to  the  use  of  those  who  personally  visit  the  library. 

Each  of  our  neighboring  towns  of  Quincy,  Braintree,  Randolph, 
Holbrook,  and  Hingbam  possesses  a  commodious  and  attractive 
library  building  as  the  gift  of  private  munificence,  and  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  hope  that  our  turn  to  be  thus  graciously  remembered  will 
not  be  veryr  long  deferred  ;  but,  while  waiting  for  this  consumma¬ 
tion  of  our  hopes,  we  shall  confidently  rely  upon  the  town  to  carry 
into  effect  such  feasible  plan  as  may  be  devised  for  rendering  avail¬ 
able  for  these  uses,  at  a  moderate  cost,  such  room  as  we  already 
possess.

THE  NORTH  WEYMOUTH  IMPROVEMENT 

•  ASSOCIATION. 

Organized  Sept.  5,  1884. 


This  Association  was  formed  Sept.  5,  1884,  with  E.  S.  Beals  as 
president. 

It  had,  at  its  formation  thirty-four  members,  but  during  the  year 
increased  its  membership  to  seventy-four. 

It  has  collected  during  the  year  to  Sept.  5,  1885  .  S3 13  25

The  different  committees  have  set  out  sixty-five  trees,  also 
placed  nineteen  lamps  on  the  different  streets  in  the  village,  making 
in  all  thirty-three  lamps  to  be  lighted,  and  in  justice  to  those  hav¬ 
ing  them  to  light,  will  say  that  they  are  complimented  for  their 
interest  taken. 

And  as  this  is  a  matter  of  expense  to  individuals,  it  is  also  a 
protection  in  many  ways  to  the  town,  and  should,  we  think,  be 
brought  before  the  citizens  of  the  town,  to  take  some  action  in  this 
respect. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  a  membership  of  nearly  one  hun¬ 
dred,  and  as  the  season  opens  for  our  work,  we  are  in  hopes  of 
making  it  much  larger. 

There  is  plenty  of  work  to  do,  with  little  or  no  expense,  which 
will  do  a  great  deal  towards  beautifying  our  village  ;  but  there  is 
more  work  that  requires  money,  and  in  order  to  do  this,  we  must 
have  the  support  of  all  the  citizens,  as  well  as  money  to  carry  on 
the  work  that  an  association  of  this  kind  is  intended  for. 

Even  the  children  of  nearly  all  our  schools  have  taken  an  interest 
on  this  subject,  and  wh}’’  should  not  the  citizens  of  each  village?

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EAST  WEYMOUTH  IMPROVEMENT  ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

Organized  March  18,  1885. 

% 

Stimulated  by  the  knowledge  of  what  was  being  done  in  some 
of  our  sister  villages,  and  not  to  be  left  behind  in  the  march  of  im¬ 
provement,  a  number  of  our  representative  citizens  signed  a  call 
for  a  meeting  early  in  March  last ;  and  in  response  about  twenty- 
five  gentlemen  met  and  discussed  the  feasibility  of  benefitting  our 
village  through  an  organization  of  her  citizens  for  her  improve¬ 
ment. 

The  result  was  a  permanent  organization,  on  March  18,  1885, 
of  the  East  Weymonth  Improvement  Association,  with  N.  D. 
Canterbury,  president,  E.  D.  Thompson,  secretary,  and  Z.  L.  Bick- 
nell,  treasurer.  The  object  of  this  association,  as  set  forth  in  its 
constitution,  is  to  “improve  and  ornament  the  streets  and  public 
grounds  of  East  Weymouth,  by  planting  and  cultivating  trees, 
cleaning  and  repairing  sidewalks,  and  doing  such  other  acts  as  shall 
tend  to  improve  and  to  advance  the  interests  of  this  section  of  the 
town.” 

Any  person  eighteen  years  of  age  is  made  eligible  for  member¬ 
ship  upon  payment  of  one  dollar  annually,  and  the  society  now 
has  a  roll  of  one  hundred  and  four  members,  of  whom  eighteen 
are  ladies. 

Beginning  thus  late  for  1885,  our  work  for  that  season  was 
mainly  confined  to  setting  trees  and  cultivating  public  sentiment. 

Fifty-one  new  trees,  elms  and  maples,  growing  in  East  Wey¬ 
mouth,  is  the  direct  result  of  the  former,  and  the  success  in  culti¬ 
vating  public  sentiment  will  be  shown  in  our  work  for  the  season 
of  1886.  The  society  has  agreed  to  supply  and  properly  set  trees 
along  the  sidewalks  adjacent  to  the  property  of  an}r  one  who  will 
pay  the  cost  of  the  trees  at  wholesale.  Twenty  trees  were  set 
under  those  conditions,  while  thirty-one  were  set  in  our  school- 
yards,  which  previously  were,  almost  without  exception,  totally 
destitute  of  shade.  The  trees  in  these  yards  have  been  jealously 
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guarded  by  the  pupils  of  our  public  schools,  who  b}^  such  efforts 
and  by  means  of  other  adornments  of  their  yards,  through  the 
efforts  of  our  School  Superintendent  and  the  school  improvement 
societies,  are  being  educated  in  the  value  of  attractive  surroundings. 

Recognizing  that  the  scope  of  such  a  society  is  very  broad,  our 
association  has  undertaken  through  the  winter  months  to  minister 
to  the  social  and  literary  taste  of  our  village  by  holding  at  con¬ 
venient  intervals  a  village  sociable  at  the  skating  rink ;  our  first 
annual  supper,  at  which  as  guests  we  had  the  Hon.  John  D.  Long 
and  the  officers  of  the  North  and  South  Weymouth  Improvement 
Societies  ;  and  a  course  of  six  lectures  and  entertainments.  . 

We  begin  the  second  campaign  with  a  good  membership,  a 
balance  in  our  treasury,  and  great  opportunities  for  work. 

We  think  our  large  number  of  lady  members  assures  success  to 
our  undertakings.  This  is  a  species  of  organization  that  can  only' 
result  in  good  to  a  community,  for  everything  done  to  beautify  our 
premises  and  streets  increases  the  value  of  our  property  and  the 
desirableness  of  our  village  as  a  place  of  residence.  No  one 
can  estimate  the  work  of  such  an  organization,  for  one  of  its  chief 
results  is  in  its  reflex  action  on  individuals,  and  we  expect  ere  long 
to  see  coming  down  division  fences,  and  to  see  fences  along  the 
streets  replaced  by  neat  curbings. 

The  subject  of  street  lighting  demands  attention  by  these  soci¬ 
eties,  but  it  is  hoped  the  introduction  of  gas  may  settle  that 
question.  These  improvement  societies  ought,  we  believe,  to  be 
valuable  aids  in  the  administration  of  town  affairs  in  their  respective 
wards,  and  in  turn  their  improvements,  such  as  trees  upon  the 
public  lands,  ought  to  claim  the  zealous  care  of  the  fathers  of  the 
town.

SOUTH  WEYMOUTH  IMPROVEMENT 

ASSOCIATION. 

Organized  May  27,  1881. 


The  work  of  village  improvement  associations  is  so  closely 
identified  with  the  material  interests  of  the  town  that  a  report  of 
their  doings  from  year  to  year  seems  entirely  appropriate  in  this 
connection.  The  objects  of  such  associations  are  quite  familiar  to 
the  public,  while  they  differ  but  little  in  their  scope  and  methods. 
The  South  Weymouth  Association  was  organized  May  27,  1881, 
and  has  a  present  membership  of  141,  and  its  growth  in  member¬ 
ship  and  influence  lias  to-day  placed  it  among  the  leading  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  village,  an  attractive  visitor  that  has  come  to  stay. 
The  following  financial  statement,  furnished  by  the  efficient  treas¬ 
urer,  Mr.  L.  W.  Paine,  is,  in  itself,  evidence  of  strength  and

The  executive  committee  have  been  careful  to  expend  the  mone}r 
at  their  disposal  in  such  a  manner*  as  would  best  further  the 
objects  of  the  association.  Many  of  the  results  can  be  specified, 
but  the  improvements  attempted  directly  by  the  association  are 
small  in  comparison  with  the  general  improvement  stimulated  by 
such  an  organization.  The  association  has,  during  the  five  }Tears 
of  its  existence,  planted  540  }Toung  shade  trees  along  the  highway, 
besides  thoroughly  trimming  the  old  ones  ;  placed  a  fine  curbing 
about  the  green  in  Independence  Square,  graded  another  in  Colum¬ 
bian  Square,  and  painted  and  repaired  the  flagstaff  standing  there  ; 
secured  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  twent}^  street  lamps  ;  pro¬ 
vided  a  large  number  of  hitching  posts,  obtained  increased  railway 
facilities;  maintained  for  one  season  an  instructive  lecture  course; 
issued  tracts  on  sanitation  and  tree  planting  ;  besides  aiding  in  the 
improvement  of  the  old  Reed  Cemetery,  the  improvement  of  school- 
hous^  yards,  clearing  away  the  rubbish  in  many  places  by  the 
roadside,  and  above  all,  built  up  a  healthy  and  vigorous  public  sen¬ 
timent. 

Our  prosperity  has  stimulated  the  formation  of  similar  organi¬ 
zations  in  North  and  East  Weymouth,  and  the  Landing  will  soon 
complete  the  list.  Each  association  has  its  annual  supper,  when 
the  people  meet  each  other  with  pleasant  greetings  ;  all  social, 
political,  and  religious  distinctions  are  forgotten  ;  representatives 
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from  the  sister  organizations  are  present,  and  thus  the  social  bar¬ 
riers  that  have  too  long  existed  between  the  villages  are  crumbling 
away,  and  the  entire  movement  is  one  which  forbodes  only  good 
to  the  old  town  of  Weymouth. 

Individual  enterprise  is  commendable,  but  organized  enterprise 
is  a  more  powerful  lever  to  remove  any  obstructions  to  the  public 
good  that  chance  to  spring  up  in  the  community.  During  the 
coming  summer  we  hope  especially  to  see  a  systematic  trimming 
of  trees  all  through  the  town,  a  vigorous  movement  in  behalf  of 
street  lighting,  the  removal  of  high  fences,  and  an  activity  in  all 
measures  that  tend  to  enhance  the  beauty  of  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  WEYMOUTH,  FOR  THE  YEAR  1885. 


The  Water  Commissioners  of  the  town  of  Weymouth,  in  making 
their  third  annual  report,  respectfully  submit  the  following  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1885. 

CONSTRUCTION. 

In  the  fall  of  1884,  Mr.  McClallan,  our  contractor,  began  the 
work  of  laying  pipe  between  the  pumping  station  and  the  pond, 
and  continued  until  winter  closed  in. 

It  was  expected  that  he  would  lay  the  pipe  through  the  meadow 
and  swamp,  toward  the  Town  House,  but  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons  it  was  delayed  until  this  year. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1885,  he  commenced  work  at  the  pumping 
station,  and  also  the  laying  of  pipe  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

As  the  work  progressed,  it  became  evident  that  slight  changes  in 
the  original  plan  were  necessary.  The  pipe  to  have  been  laid  in 
Commercial  Street  from  Jackson  Square  to  Water  Street  and  Grove 
Street,  was  laid  in  East  Street,  and  similar  alterations  were  made 
in  other  places. 

The  labor  in  all  departments  of  the  work  has  been  executed  un¬ 
der  the  supervision  of  competent  engineers  employed  by  the  town, 
and  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

In  our  report  for  1884,  we  have  thirty- three  miles  of  pipe,  and 

two  hundred  hydrants. 

The  exact  measurement  of  pipe  laid  is  34T\  miles  (for  sizes  of 
the  same,  see  Engineer’s  Report)  ;  the  number  of  hydrants  is  two 
hundred  and  eighty ;  the  number  of  gates  is  two  hundred  and 
seventy-one.  For  these  additions  alone,  we  have  expended  about 
$11,000. 
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It  will  appear  in  the  annexed  report  of  the  Secretary  that  many 
items  are  included  in  this  account  which  properly  come  under  the 
running  expenses. 

PUMPING  STATION. 

The  pumping  station  was  built  by  the  contractor,  Mr.  McClallan, 
under  the  supervision  of  our  engineer,  Mr.  M.  M.  Tidd.  The  work 
was  done  by  men  having  had  large  experience,  and  is  all  that  can 
be  desired.  The  engine  was  built  by  the  Geo.  F.  Blake  Manufac¬ 
turing  Company,  and  is  first-class  in  every  respect,  as  the  working 
of  the  machine  proves. 

STAND  PIPE. 

Our  contractor  sub-let  the  stand  pipe  to  the  Cunningham  Iron 
Company,  of  Boston,  and  the}7  the  stone  foundation  to  Mr.  B.  F. 
Richards,  of  Weymouth.  All  of  this  work  has  been  done  very 
thoroughly. 

ENGINEER, 

For  engineer  at  the  punfping  station  we  have  engaged  Mr. 
Elisha  Phillips  at  a  salary  of  $780  per  year,  he  furnishing  a  chest 
of  tools  and  a  steam  indicator  for  our  use.  In  our  judgment,  he  is 
an  efficient  man. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

After  some  dela}^,  we  elected  Mr.  George  J.  Ries  as  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  water  works,  at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  year,  he 
having  agreed  to  furnish  his  own  team  for  transportation.  We 
consider  that  his  education  and  training  have  well  fitted  him  for 
the  position. 

LAND  DAMAGES. 

In  awarding  land  damages,  we  would  say  that  if  to  the  owners 
of  the  land  the  award  seems  small,  they  must  bear  in  mind  that  a 
town  has  a  right  to  land  within  its  limits  for  water  supply  pur¬ 
poses  by  paying  a  fair  compensation  for  it.  This,  we  think,  we 
have  allowed.  The  whole  amount  of  the  award  is  $1,292. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S  AND  WATER  HOARD  OFFICE. 

We  have  leased  of  Mr.  B.  F.  Shaw,  of  East  Weymouth,  rooms 
in  the  second  story  of  his  building,  and  also  land  on  which  to  build 
a  work-shop,  for  the  sum  of  $200  per  year,  for  five  years, —  for  ten 
years,  if  desired. 

SERVICES. 

From  what  we  could  learn  of  the  experience  of  other  towns,  we 
decided  to  contract  for  the  service  pipe  and  supplies,  and  to  fur¬ 
nish  water  takers,  with  the  same  at  cost,  if  they  desired.  This 
contract  was  made  with  the  National  Tube  Works,  of  Boston. 
There  was  some  dela}- ,  as  Mr.  McClallan  objected  to  tapping  the 
mains  before  the  town  had  accepted  his  work.  This  difficulty  was 
finally  overcome  by  engaging  him  to  lay  the  service  pipe. 

In  order  to  equalize  the  expense  it  was  thought  best  that  the 
town  should  pay  for  the  pipe  to  the  street  line. 

This  plan,  which  was  not  contemplated  last  year,  involves  an 
expense  of  $1,942.98.

It  was  unfortunate  for  the  town  that  a  lot  of  lead  and  iron 
pipe,  sidewalk  boxes,  brass  fixtures,  etc.,  had  been  stored  in  one 
of  the  buildings  burned  at  the  Landing  fire. 

We  estimate  this  loss  between  nine  and  ten  hundred  dollars. 

* 

FIRE  ENGINEERS’  TEST. 

In  December,  a  trial  of  the  hydrants  was  made,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  witnessed  by  representatives  of 
insurance  companies  in  New  York  and  Boston. 
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\  "■  m . 1 } 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  test  was  so  satisfactory 
that  the  fire  insurance  of  the  town  will  be  reduced  for  the  coming 
year  more  than  the  amount  of  the  interest  on  all  the  bonds. 

SETTLEMENT  WITH  CONTRACTORS. 

In  consideration  of  the  large  amount  involved  in  settling  with 
the  contractors,  it  is  an  item  of  no  small  importance  that  we  have 
been  able  to  adjust  all  differences  without  reference  to  the  courts. 

The  works  were  turned  over  to  the  town  on  Dec.  2,  1885,  the 
day  named  in  the  contract,. but  from  the  time  the  water  was  let  on, 
six  months  must  elapse  before  the  final  acceptance. 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  feel  that  we  should  not  be  just  to 
ourselves  if  we  failed  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  character  and  honorable  dealing  of  such  men  as  A.  H.  Mc- 
Neal  of  Burlington,  N.  J.,  and  W.  C.  McClallan,  of  Boston, 
Mass.  ;  also  of  the  Geo.  F.  Blake  Manufacturing  Company,  and 
the  Cunningham  Iron  Company,  of  Boston. 

We  desire  to  renew  our  expressions  of  confidence  in  our  engi¬ 
neer,  Mr.  M.  M.  Tidd,  of  Boston,  who  made  the  original  plans  for 
the  works,  and  has  superintended  them  until  their  completion. 

The  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  $26,400 
will  be  necessar}7  for  the  coming  year,  divided  as  follows  :  —

ENGINEER’S  REPORT. 


To  Josiah  Reed,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Water  Com¬ 
missioners  of  the  town  of  Weymouth : 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  work  done  under  his  charge,  upon  the  construction  of  your 
water  works :  — 

Work  upon  the  preliminary  surveys  was  commenced  early  in 
October,  1883,  with  a  view  to  bringing  the  water  of  Great  Pond 
down  to  the  town  by  gravity. 

These  surveys  were  based  upon  others  which  had  been  previ¬ 
ously  made  by  order  of  a  committee  of  the  town  two  years  be¬ 
fore,  b}r  which  the  elevation  of  the  pond  was  found  to  be  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-four  feet  above  mean  high  tide. 

Considerable  tune  was  occupied  in  ascertaining  which  was  the 
most  feasible  route. 

Three  different  lines  were  surveyed  and  levels  taken  upon  each, 
until  the  present  pipe  line  was  decided  upon  as  giving  the  best 
grade  and  offering  the  least  natural  obstacles. 

As  South  Weymouth  was  found  to  be  higher  than  the  pond,  it 
was  evident  that  the  supply  for  that  portion  of  the  town  must  be 
pumped,  and  for  that  purpose  a  pumping  station  was  located  on 
Randolph  Street  at  the  intersection  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad. 

The  most  accessible  point  for  the  tapping  of  the  pond  was 
found  to  be  near  the  ice-houses  of  the  South  Boston  Ice  Company, 
the  main  pipe  passing  from  there  across  Hollis  Street,  and  crossing 
Randolph  Street  at  the  intersection  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad, 
the  point  that  had  been  selected  for  the  site  of  the  pumping 
station. 

After  more  careful  surveys  a  change  was  made,  and  the  pump 
station  was  located  at  the  intersection  of  Hollis  Street  with  the 
ice  railroad  track,  this  location  making  the  storage  of  coal,  etc., 
much  more  convenient  and  economical. 
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The  selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  a  reservoir  was  not  an  easy 
matter,  as  the  principal  portion  at  South  Weymouth  which  was  to 
be  supplied  with  water  was  built  upon  the  highest  ground  in  the 
vicinity,  thus  utterly  excluding  an  earth  or  masonry  reservoir,  com¬ 
pelling  resort  to  an  iron  one  (a  stand  pipe),  which  was  located 
upon  land  of  Josiah  Reed,  upon  Reed  Avenue,  between  Central  and 
Union  Streets. 

The  locations  of  the  street  mains  were  then  determined,  and 
detail  plans  of  the  entire  plant  were  then  completed,  the  sizes 
and  weights -of  the  various  pipes  were  arranged  according  to  the 
quantity  to  be  supplied  in  the  different  streets,  and  the  pressure  to 
which  they  were  to  be  subjected.  Stop  valves  were  so  arranged 
that,  in  case  of  accident,  small  sections  could  be  shut  out  for 
repairs,  without  depriving  others  of  the  water. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  the  cast-iron  pipes  was  awarded  on 
the  9th  of  July,  1884,  with  the  agreement  that  a  certain  quantity  of 
18-inch  and  14-inch  pipe  was  to  be  delivered  in  season  to  be  laid 
during  that  season,  a  portion  of  which  was  laid. 

The  contract  lor  furnishing  and  setting  hydrants,  gates,  and 
machinery,  the  building  of  the  pumping  station  and  stand  pipe, 
and  the  la3’ing  of  the  street  mains  was  awarded  to  one  party  on 
the  9th  of  July,  1884. 

Work  was  commenced  at  the  pond  in  the  autumn  of  1884.  The 
main  conduit  pipe  of  cast  iron,  twenty  inches  in  diameter,  was  laid 
at  a  depth  of  eleven  feet  below  high-water  mark,  and  extending 
from  a  point  ip  the  pond  ninety-three  feet  from  the  shore-level  into 
the  gate  house,  which  is  of  brick  and  stone,  and  is  eight  feet  square 
on  the  inside.  Upon  the  inside  end  of  the  conduit  is  placed  a  20- 
inch  stop  gate  to  shut  off  the  pond  at  any  time  that  maybe  desired. 
Within  this  gate  house  are  located  a  double  set  of  copper  wire 
screens,  through  which  all  the  water  passes.  The  main  pipe  com¬ 
mences  at  the  north  end -of  this  gate  house  and  extends  about  one 
hundred  feet  towards  the  town,  and  is  then  reduced  to  18  inches, 
which  size  is  continued  to  the  pumping  station,  where  the  supply 
for  South  Weymouth  is  taken  out  through  a  14-inch  suction  pipe. 

From  this  point  to  the  corner  of  Broad  and  Middle  Streets,  the 
gravity  main  is  14  inches  in  diameter.  A  connection  is  made  here 
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with  a  12-inch  pipe,  extending  through  Broad  Street  to  Weymouth 
Landing  and  East  Weymouth,  in  each  of  which  places  the  supply  is 
distributed  by  smaller  pipes  through  nearly  the  entire  villages 
From  the  intersection  of  Broad  and  Middle  Streets  (Shaw’s  Corner), 
a  10-inch  pipe  leads  the  supply  to  North  Weymouth,  over  King 
Oak  Hill. 

Another %line  of  10-inch  pipe  connects  East  Weymouth,  North 
Weymouth,  and  Weymouth  Landing  by  the  way  of  Commer¬ 
cial  Street,  thus  giving  two  independent  connections  between 
these  three  villages.  Of  this  pipe,  1,687  feet  of  18-inch  and 
20-inch  pipe,  and  1,965  feet  of  14-inch  pipe  were  laid  up  to  Jan. 
24,  1H85,  when  work  was  suspended  for  the  winter. 

Returning  now  to  pumping  station,  the  water  is  taken  from  the 
18-inch  main  into  the  basement  of  the  pump  house  by  a  14-inch  suc¬ 
tion  pipe  to  a  Blake  compound  duplex  pumping  engine,  whose 
high  pressure  cylinders  are  10-inch  diameter,  low  pressure  c}din- 
ders  are  22  inches  in  diameter,  and  10-inch  pump  plungers,  the 
whole  being  18-inch  stroke. 

The  steam  is  furnished  by  a  horizontal  tubular  boiler  54  inches, 
diameter  of  shell  16  feet,  2  inches  long,  containing  sixty-six 
3-inch  tubes.  The  pumping  station  is  located  about  2,300  feet  from 
the  pond,  and  the  centres  of  the  pumps  are  on  the  level  of  high- 
water  mark  in  the  pond. 

From  this  point  the  water  is  forced  through  a  12-inch  main  pipe 
through  Hollis,  Pond,  Pleasant,  Union  Streets,  and  Reed  Avenue, 
a  distance  of  about  6,500  feet  to  the  stand  pipe  ;  the  main  pipe 
entering  the  bottom  at  the  centre,  and  rising  eighty-one  feet  above 
the  bottom  of  the  tank,  or  six  feet  higher  than  the  top.  This 
makes  the  top  of  centre  discharge  pipe  118.9  above  the  floor  of 
engine  room,  and  266.4  feet  above  mean  high  tide.  The  distribu¬ 
tion  mains  for  South  Weymouth  are  taken  from  the  12-inch  main 
on  its  way  to  the  tank,  thus  taking  the  water  directly  from  the 
pumps  while  they  are  running,  the  surplus  passing  into  the  tank, 
and  stored  for  use  when  the  pumps  are  still ;  the  water  from  the 
tank  passing  out  from  the  bottom  by  another  12-inch  main,  through 
a  check  valve,  which  closes  automatical^  when  the  pump  starts 
up. 
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At  the  pumping  station,  a  connection  is  made  from  the  12-inch 
force  main  into  the  14-inch  gravity  main,  upon  which  above  this 
connection  is  a  check  valve,  b}r  means  of  which  the  stand  pipe  or 
high  service  can  at  any  moment  be  turned  upon  the  low  or  gravity 
system  without  the  water  passing  back  into  the  pond. 

By  closing  a  12-inch  gate  upon  the  force  main  at  Hollis  Street, 
opposite  the  pumping  station,  the  pumps  can  be  applied  directly  to 
the  low  service  should  any  trouble  occur  upon  the  force  main 
between  the  pumps  and  the  tank. 

The  plan  contemplates  the  furnishing  of  water  from  the  high 
service  down  Pleasant  Street  as  far  as  Lovell’s  Corner,  where  the 
two  systems  are  connected  in  piping  ;  but,  by  means  of  a  stop  gate, 
the  high  service  is  stopped  here,  as  the  gravity  head  is  sufficient 
for  all  practical  purposes. 

In  case  of  an  accident  on  the  14-inch  gravity  main  leading  from 
the  pond  to  the  Town  House,  or  even  Broad  Street,  the  opening  of 
this  gate  will  give  pressure  to  the  entire  low  service,  which  would 
in  that  case  become  high  service.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  two 
distinct  lines  of  supply  are  provided  for  the  entire  low  service. 

PIPE  LINE. 

The  pipe  furnished  by  A.  H.  McNeal  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
I  think  the  sizes  are  ample.  None  of  the  street  mains  are  less 
than  six  inches  in  diameter.  The  thickness  has  been  arranged 
with  a  view  of  carrying  the  head  from  the  full  high  service  through¬ 
out  the  entire  town. 

Ample  provision  has  been  made  for  future  extensions  by  placing 
branches  at  every  intersection  of  streets  in  which  no  pipes  have 
been  laid.  These  branches  are  plugged,  and  are  all  carefully 
located  upon  the  record  book  and  the  pipe  plans. 

There  are  connected  with  the  entire  system  280  fire  trydrants, 
and  271  stop  gates.  All  of  the  hydrants  upon  the  main  pipe, 
both  of  the  high  and  low  service,  have  upon  their  connection  with 
the  main  pipe  a  6-inch  stop  gate,  in  order  that  in  case  of  any 
derangement  of  the  hydrant  it  can  be  shut  off  and  repaired  with¬ 
out  shutting  off  the  entire  town. 
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STAND  PIPE. 

The  stand  pipe  was  furnished  by  the  Cunningham  Iron  Works, 
under  Mr.  McClallan’s  contract,  and  is  of  boiler  iron  40  feet  in 
diameter  and  75  feet  high. 

The  bottom  and  one  fourth  of  its  height  are  five  eighths  inch 
thick,  the  next  fourth  is  one  half  inch  thick,  the  next  fourth  three 
eighths  inch  thick,  and  the  top  fourth  is  one  fourth  inch  thick. 

The  iron  is  certified  to  have  a  tensile  strength  of  50,000  pounds 
per  square  inch.  All  of  the  vertical  seams  are  double  riveted 
around  the  top  ;  a  walk  three  feet  wide  has  been  provided  upon  the 
outside,  inclosed  by  a  railing,  which  is  reached  by  a  vertical  iron 
ladder  upon  the  outside  and  inside.  A  manhole  entrance,  18 
inches  by  24  inches  in  the  clear,  has  been  placed  at  the  bottom  on 
the  easterly  side. 

The  whole  is  placed  upon  a  solid  masonry  foundation,  with 
entrance  chambers  provided  to  give  access  to  the  inlet  and  outlet 
pipes  below  the  bottom  of  the  tank.  I  think  the  contractors  have 
given  you  in  this  tank  a  first-class  piece  of  work. 

This  tank  contains  108  tons  of  iron,  4.85  tons  (about  13,000) 
rivets.  Total  weight  of  tank,  empty,  is  113  tons.  When  full,  it 
contains  706, *60  gallons  of  water,  equal  to  2,945  tons.  The  total 
weight,  when  full,  is  3,058  tons. 

The  work  was  so  far  completed  that  early  in  October  the  water 
was  let  into  the  mains,  and  was  pumped  to  the  stand  pipe. 

The  contract  to  lajT  the  service  pipes  was  awarded  to  Mr.  W.  C. 
McClallan,  and  work  was  commenced  upon  that  branch  about 
Sept.  19,  and  continued  up  to  about  Dec.  5,  when  the  works  were 
turned  over  to  the  Commissioners,  who  continued  operations 
upon  the  services  for  a  short  time,  when  the  work  was  closed 
up  for  the  winter,  with  about  473  services  connected  on  the 
entire  line. 

On  account  of  the  late  date  at  which  work  was  commenced  upon 

the  service  connections,  it  is  probable  that  the  draught  upon  the 

• 

stand  pipe  for  South  Weymouth  alone  would  hardly  be  enough  to 
secure  it  from  freezing  in  this  the  first  winter  of  its  use.  In  order 
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to  prevent  such  a  result,  the  Superintendent  was  instructed  to  open 
the  gates  connecting  the  high  service  with  the  low,  and  pump  the 
entire  supply  for  the  town  through  the  stand  pipe  until  spring, 
which  has  produced  the  desired  result ;  for,  although  the  thermom¬ 
eter  has  been  as  low  as  16  degrees  below  zero,  no  trouble  has  been 
experienced  on  account  of  frost ;  therefore,  we  may  feel  reasonably 
certain  that  we  shall  have  no  trouble  in  that  direction  in  the  future. 
I  think  that  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  may  well  congratulate  them¬ 
selves  upon  the  possession  of  a  first-class  system  of  water  works  in 
every  respect. 

All  of  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  have  been  of  excel¬ 
lent  quality,  and  the  workmanship  has  been  as  good  as  can  be. 

The  cast-iron  pipe  is  of  first-class  material  and  make,  and  it  was 
promptly  delivered  by  Mr.  A.  H.  McNeal. 

The  valves  and  hydrants,  by  the  Chapman  Valve  Company,  like 
all  goods  from  their  works,  are  exceedingly  satisfactory. 

The  pumping  machinery,  by  the  Geo.  F.  Blake  Manufacturing 
Compan}^  has  proved  everything  that  could  be  desired. 

The  stand  pipe,  by  the  Cunningham  Iron  Works,  is  complete,  I 
think,  in  all  respects. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  thorough 
and  prompt  manner  in  which  the  contractor,  Mr.  W.  C.  McClallan, 
has  fulfilled  his  part  of  the  work,  which,  as  it  comprised  all  except 
the  cast-iron  pipes  and  specials,  was  the  largest  portion  of  it. 

I  find,  upon  reference  to  my  first  report,  that  uy  original  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  cost  of  your  water  works,  exclusive  of  service,  connec- 
ctions,  and  land  damages,  was  $296,471.00.  Your  accounts  now 
will  show  how  that  estimate  compares  with  the  final  result. 

I  herewith  append  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  amount  and  sizes 
of  the  pipes  laid  in  the  different  streets  in  the  town,  with  a  list  of 
elevations  above  the  sea,  with  the  head  of  water,  at  those  points, 
both  by  gravity  and  from  the  high  service  added.

From  the  account  of  the  Selectmen,  it  appears  they  have  drawn 
orders  for  $33,667.95,  and  show  a  balance  of  302.52  to  the  credit 
of  the  school  appropriation;  the  ditference  in  our  accounts  is  bills 
approved  by  the  School  Committee  but  orders  not  drawn. 
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Once  again  are  we  called  upon  to  submit  to  the  citizens  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  the  annual  report  of  the  welfare  and  progress  of  our  schools. 
The  School  Boa»d  has  been  fortunate  in  remaining  unchanged  from 
the  previous  year.  The  relations  existing  among  its  members 
have  been  of  the  most  pleasant  and  harmonious  character.  We 
think  the  record  of  the  past  year  will  not  suffer  in  comparison  with 
any  preceding  year,  and  we  would  also  add,  with  any  other  schools 
in  our  neighboring  towns.  While  we  have  come  far  short  of  the 
standard  we  would  wish  for  our  schools,  we  feel  that  our  advance¬ 
ment  has  been  sure  and  onward,  and' with  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  parents,  teachers  and  scholars,  it  will  not  be  long  ere  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  schools  cannot  be  excelled  by  any  in  the  old  Bay  State. 
We  believe  that  the  plan  of  appointing  visiting  days  continues  to 
be  successful  in  making  the  parents  acquainted  with  the  inner 
workings  of  the  school-room,  and  in  promoting  pleasant  relations 
between  parent  and  teacher,  while  the  children  look  forward  with 
increasing  pleasure  to  each  return  of  the  day.  But  there  are 
many  parents  who  still  remain  strangers  to  our  school-rooms,  and 
we  would  strongly  urge  them  to  avail  themselves  of  these  opportu¬ 
nities  afforded  them  of  informing  themselves  of  the  great  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  work  carried  on  there. 

While  during  the  past  year  there  have  been  some  improvements  in 
tardiness  and  attendance,  still  the  frequent  absentee  and  regularly 
tardy  scholar  continue  to  bar,  in  a  measure,  the  healthy  progress  of 
our  schools.  During  the  past  year  the  daily  sessions  have  been 
shortened,  amounting  to  five  hours  during  the  day,  giving  the 
scholars  a  longer  nooning  and  a  sh  >rter  afiernoon  session  ;  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  this,  we  have  recently  adopted  the  plan  of  holding  one  con¬ 
tinued  session  on  such  days  when,  in  the  opinion  of  our  superin¬ 
tendent,  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  shall  demand  it.  We  trust 
these  changes  have  met  the  approval  of  parents,  teachers,  and 
scholars. 

The  subject  of  temperance,  which  has  become  a  great  national 
problem,  has  also  been  introduced  into  our  schools  during  the  past 
year,  occup}Ting  twenty  minutes  of  each  week. 

The  hope  of  success  of  that  great  movement  centres  in  the  chil¬ 
dren,  for  it  is  among  them  the  most  important  work  is  to  be  accom¬ 
plished,  and  the  principles  of  total  abstinence  should  be  inculcated 
in  the  earliest  education  of  the  children,  and  cannot  be  impressed 
too  early  upon  the  minds  of  the  youth  of  our  country. 
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This  year  completes  the  fourth  of  the  connection  of  Mr.  Fisher  as 
superintendent  of  our  schools,  and  we  would  congratulate  the  town 
in  so  wisely  retaining  his  services  ;  fur  shall  we  not  attribute  much 
of  our  present  prosperity  and  success  to  his  executive  ability  and 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office?  We  hope  that 
the  pleasant  relations  existing  between  him  and  our  schools  may 
remain  for  a  long  time  unbroken,  and  may  we  show  him,  by  our 
hearty  assistance  and  support,  that  we  appreciate  the  importance  of 
his  work  among  us. 


CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

In  the  North  High  School,  Miss  Mabel  S.  Robbins,  as  second 
assistant,  succeeded  Miss  Hattie  Tucker,  resigned. 

In  the  South  High,  Miss  Harriet  C.  Torre}",  a  teacher  of  rare 
endowments  and  greatly  beloved,  was  removed  by  death  during 
the  year,  and  Miss  Carrie  A.  Tower  was  elected  to  succeed  1  er. 

In  Ward  1  Mr.  A.  Preston  Averill  succeeded  Mr.  Charles  S. 
Haskell,  resigned.  The  Adams  School  in  this  ward  having  a 
greatly  reduced  number  of  pupils,  was  reorganized  as  one  school, 
occupying  the  upper  hall  and  recitation  room,  with  Miss  M.  Cora 
Wilder  as  assistant.  Miss  Wilder  had  been  in  charge  of  the  lower 
primary  room,  succeeding  Miss  Agnes  T.  Dunphv,  deceased. 

In  Ward  2  Miss  Julia  M.  Talbot  was  promoted  from  High 
Street  Second  Primary  to  High  Street  Third  Intermediate,  to  take 
the  place  of  Miss  Lizzie  R.  Healey,  resigned  ;  and  Miss  Annie 
McGreevy  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the  promotion 
of  Miss  Talbot. 

The  additional  Franklin  Third  Primary  School,  always  required 
during  the  crowded  spring  term,  not  being  required  in  the  fall, 
Miss  Sadie  Stetson,  who  taught  this  school,  was  transferred  to  a 
position  in  Ward  5. 

In  Ward  3  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  required  the 
opening  of  a  new  Second  Primary  School,  and  Miss  Mary  E. 
Walsh  was  elected  to  the  position.  Miss  Annie  W.  Burrill  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  S. 
Lizzie  Hunt  of  the  Lincoln  Third  Primary. 

In  Ward  4  there  have  been  no  changes. 

In  Ward  5  Miss  Sa  lie  Stetson,  transferred  from  Ward  2,  suc¬ 
ceeds  Mrs.  L.  B.  Daniels,  resigned. 
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TRUANCY. 

In  compliance  with  Chap.  48,  Sect.  10  of  the  General  Statutes, 
the  School  Committee  have  arranged  with  the  Commissioners  of 
Hampden  County,  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  it  being  the 
amount  charged  to  each  town  per  year  for  the  privilege  of  assign¬ 
ing  the  “  Hampden  County  Truant  School  ”  as  the  place  of  confine¬ 
ment  of  truants. 

NEED  OF  BETTER  SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS  AT 

EAST  WEYMOUTH. 

Once  more  we  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  town  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  better  accommoda¬ 
tions  in  Ward  2. 

Of  the  present  schoolhouses,  some  are  overcrowded,  others  in¬ 
conveniently  located,  and  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  so  badly 
out  of  repair  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time  and  money  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  make  them  respectable.  In  these  daj’s,  when  so  much 
attention  is  given  to  hygiene,  where  its  study  is  so  generally  intio- 
duced  into  education,  it  could  hardly  be  believed  that  we  would 
permit  our  children  to  spend  the  greater  and  better  portion  of  the 
day  in  badly  lighted  and  ill  ventilated  school-rooms.  Again,  chil¬ 
dren  are  very  impressionable  and  are  encouraged  or  discouraged  bv 
their  surroundings.  We  wish  to  teach  them  earl}’  in  life  habits  of 
order,  method,  cleanliness,  etc.  But  how  can  this  be  done  when 
they  see  around  them  so  many  evidences  of  neglect  in  the  battered 
floor,  the  broken  walls,  and  the  tumbled-down  furniture  that  dis¬ 
grace  some  of  our  schools  ? 

Those  who  have  the  misfortune,  then,  to  attend  these  schools 
have  no  encouragement  to  be  particular,  either  in  the  use  of  the 
school  property,  or  in  their  general  appearance,  when  they  see  stuh 
signs  of  carelessness  on  all  sides.  A  glance  at  their  school  books 
or  some  of  the  children  themselves,  going  to  or  coming  from  school, 
is  a  proof  of  this.  There  seems  to  be  but  one  remedy  for  all  these 
troubles,  —  a  new  schoolhouse.  We  would,  then,  earnestly  re¬ 
coin  rm  nd  the  erection  of  an  eight-room  building,  centrally  located, 
to  be  a  relief  to  the  present  overcrowded  ones,  and  as  an  ofl&et  to 
the  evil  influences  of  the  existing  ones.  By  the  erection  of  sut  h  a 
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building,  a  few  unsightly  ones  would  be  happily  dispensed  with, 
the  Middle  and  Pleasant  Streets,  and  the  lower  room  in  the 
High  Street,  which  is  now  a  standing  disgrace  to  the  town.  The 
schools  would  then  be  graded  and  distributed  as  follows :  —

The  grammar  and  intermediate  pupils  would  go  to  two  centrally 
located  buildings.  There  are  now  over  six  hundred  pupils  attend¬ 
ing  school  in  this  ward.  The  spring  term  will  show  a  largely 
increased  number,  which  will  necessitate  the  opening  of  a  new 
lower  grade  primary  school  in  the  Franklin  building,  to  accommo¬ 
date  the  smaller  children.  The  number  of  teachers  will  then  be 
fifteen. 

The  erection  of  a  four-room  building  in  the  vicinity  of  Shaw’s 
Corner  has  been  desired  by  very  many  residents  of  the  w^ard,  but 
the  Committee  consider  it  inexpedient  for  the  present,  as  the  school 
population  in  that  part  of  the  waid  would  not  suffice  to  fill  it  for 
some  time  to  come. 

REPAIRS  OF  SCHOOLHOUSES. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  economy  has  been  exercised  in 
the  expenditures  for  repairs. 

At  the  River  Street  Schoolhouse  the  banking-  is  constantly 
washing  down  against  the  building,  necessitating  an  annual  outlay 
for  grading.  This  can  be  remedied  only  by  building  a  substantial 
bank  wall. 

At  the  Athens  building  a  new  fence  has  been  built  in  the 
rear  of  the  house,  and  the  old  fence  repaired.  Some  inside  paint¬ 
ing  was  found  to  be  necessar}7,  and  the  blackboards  have  been 
treated  to  a  preparation  that  makes  them  nearly  as  good  as  new. 
New  wooden  gutters  will  have  to  replace  the  old  copper  ones  on 
this  schoolhouse,  as  the  latter  leak  so  badly  that  they  are  dam¬ 
aging  the  building,  and  cannot  be  repaired.  The  roof  of  the 
Franklin  building  has  been  newly  painted,  which  adds  much 
to  its  general  appearance.  New  out-houses  have  been  built  for 
the  Grant  Schoolhouse,  and  all  the  rooms  in  Ward  2  have  been 
whitewashed. 

New  furniture  has  been  put  into  the  Pratt  Primary,  and  the 
blackboards  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  at  the  Pratt  Gram" 
mar.  Two  schoolhouses  have  been  painted  during  the  year,  — 
the  Pond  and  the  Pleasant  Street.  The  latter  has  had  a  portion 
of  the  floor  relaid,  and  has  been  painted  inside. 

The  Committee  have  introduced  water  from  the  mains  into 
the  Hunt  and  Lincoln  buildings.  Many  of  our  schools  are  poorly 
supplied  with  water,  while  several  yards  have  none ;  in  others 
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the  wells  are  in  a  filtlw  condition  from  surface  drainage  that  cannot 
be  remedied. 

The  high  schools  are  sadly  in  need  of  water  that  the  experi¬ 
mental  studies  in  chemistry  may  be  properly  conducted,  as  well  as 
for  other  uses.  In  many  instances  the  supply  comes  from  private 
families  and  neighboring  stables,  for  which  the  town  has  been  pay¬ 
ing  an  annual  water  tax.  This,  with  the  usual  repairs  on  the 
pumps  now  in  use,  will  justify  us  in  recommending  that  our  appro¬ 
priation  be  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  introduce  water  into  these 
buildings  where  it  can  be  done  with  economy.  The  school-house 
3’ards  in  Ward  3  will  require  considerable  grading  during  the 
present  year.  The  Hunt  and  Lincoln  j-ards  are  in  a  deplor¬ 
able  condition,  and  can  only  be  made  to  compare  favorably"  with 
the  buildings  by  extensive  grading.  Heretofore  it  has  been  im¬ 
practicable  to  do  this  work  on  account  of  the  drainage  that  would 
flow  into  the  well,  but  as  water  has  been  put  into  the  buildings, 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  yard  cannot  be  made  to  com¬ 
pare  favorably  with  the  others. 

At  the  North  High  new  steps  should  replace  those  leading  from 
Tremont  Street  to  the  schoolhouse.  The  present  ones  are  but 
little  better  than  unsafe  stepping  stones,  well  calculated  to  cause 
serious  accidents. 

Considering  that  there  are  twenty-three  school  buildings  to  be 
kept  in  repair,  and  some  of  these  old  and  dilapidated,  the  Commit¬ 
tee  have  been  unable,  with  the  limited  means  at  their  disposal,  to 
make  any  repairs  on  yards  save  those  that  were  imperative.

REPORT 


OF  THE 


SUPERINTENDENT  OP  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee,  Weymouth,  Mass. : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 


SHORTENING  OF  SCHOOL  HOURS. 

During  the  year  you  received  a  petition  signed  by  nearly-  all  the 
teachers,  asking  for  a  reduction  of  school  hours  from  six  a  dav  to 
five.  I  joined  the  teachers  in  making  this  request,  because  I  felt 
that  the  limit  of  successful  study’,  as  well  as  the  limit  of  successful 
teaching,  is  reached  in  five  hours.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the 
teachers  need  to  go  home  and  rest,  as  a  rule,  and  the  pupils  have 
ceased  to  be  in  a  receptive  condition.  They-  are  better  off  at  work 
or  playT. 

Few  people  know  how  much  is  demanded  of  the  teacher.  Even 
those  parents  who  find  it  hard  to  gratify  the  wants  of  their  children, 
and  find  it  hard  to  control  them,  do  not  realize  this.  They  are,  in 
fact,  the  last  ones  to  realize  it.  So  much  is  done  for  children  at 
home  that  much  must  be  done  for  them  at  school.  Like  grown-up 
people  they  have  become  fastidious.  The  teacher  is  obliged  to  put 
forth  much  the  same  effort  to  control  and  interest  his  pupils,  —  to 
entertain  them,  in  fact,  —  that  the  public  speaker  puts  forth  to 
arouse,  fix,  and  hold  the  attention  of  his  hearers.  At  the  end  of 
five  hours  he  is  practically  exhausted. 

For  these  reasons  I  think  it  was  wise  to  effect  a  reduction  of 
time.  At  any  rate,  the  experiment  has  been  tried,  and  has  so  far 
worked  successfully.  The  schools  drag  less  than  formerly.  They’ 
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have  more  snap  and  life.  The  people  appreciate  the  change  and 
would  not  go  back  to  the  old  arrangement  even  if  they  could,  —  a 
proof  that  you  have  only  to  inaugurate  a  good  movement  in  WejT- 
mouth  to  have  it  supported. 

Before  the  change  was  made,  however,  a  letter  of  inquiry  was 
addressed  to  all  tbe  cities  and  towns  of  the  State,  of  more  than 
10,000  inhabitants,  and  this  brought  out  the  answers  from  which  the 
table  on  the  opposite  page  is  made  up  (revised  to  date  in  case  of 
Attleborough,  which  effected  a  change  but  recently). 


A  COLLATERAL  ENTERPRISE. 

Since  writing  my  last  report,  I  have  delivered  two  lectures  in 
each  of  the  We3Tmouth  villages,  for  the  benefit  of  the  schools,  one 
on  “  New  Orleans  and  the  World’s  Fair,”  and  the  other  on  the 
“  Great  Northwest.”  I  wanted  to  raise  some  money  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  School  Solar  Camera  and  for  the  decoration  of 
school-house  yards.  As  the  town  had  never  been  asked  to  appro¬ 
priate  mone}r  for  either  of  these  objects,  and  there  were  those  who 
might  say,  and  with  reason  too,  that  the  people  should  not  be 
taxed  for  an}Tthing  of*  a  novel  nature  until  its  merits  had  been 
tested,  I  thought  it  better  to  raise  the  money,  if  I  could,  b}^  some 
form  of  popular  subscription,  — or  at  least,  enough  to  make  a  be¬ 
ginning  —  and  so  I  hit  upon  the  plan  of  lecturing.  I  was  reason¬ 
ably  successful  and  realized  $160.24.  This  amount  has  now  been 
expended,  —  about  four-fifths  for  camera,  slides,  screen,  etc.,  and 
about  one-fifth  for  loam,  plants,  etc.  Although  the  work  to  which 
this  money  has  been  devoted  has  been  but  a  side  issue  during  the 
year,  I  really  think  it  has  accomplished  considerable  good  and  is 
likely  to  lead  to  far  greater  and  better  results  than  I  had  at  first 
anticipated. 


TEACHING  THROUGH  THE  EYE. 

We  now  have  one  hundred  slides  or  pictures  that  can  be  shown 
upon  the  walls  of  the  schoolroom  whenever  the  sun  is  shining,  — 
geographical  subjects.  Of  course  it  is  necessary  to  darken  the 
schoolroom  somewhat  during  the  exhibition,  but  not  so  much  that 
the  pupils  cannot  see  to  take  notes  while  it  is  in  progress.  I 
should  like  to  increase  the  number  of  slides  on  hand  to  one  thous-

and  as  soon  as  possible.  I  do  not  want  to  take  the  time  of 
the  pupils  to  tell  them  about  forests,  rivers,  mountains,  scenery, 
cities,  people,  buildings,  bridges,  and  the  like,  in  remote  parts  of 
the  globe ;  I  want  to  show  them  all  these  things,  and  many  more 
besides,  with  the  least  possible  delay,  and  give  them  an  ocular  dem¬ 
onstration  of  what  the  world  is  like.  I  should  like  to  carry  these 
photographic  reproductions  into  history,  geology,  and  other  sub¬ 
jects. 

Weymouth  is,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  first  town  to  move  in  this 
matter.  Individual  teachers  have  introduced  the  camera  here  and 
there,  —  notably,  Prof.  Chas.  F.  Adams,  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  at  Worcester,  Mass. ,  who  may  be  said  to  be  the  chief 
promoter  of  the  pictorial  presentation  of  subjects  in  the  school¬ 
rooms  of  America,  — King,  of  Boston,  Lyford,  of  Worcester,  and 
others ;  while  nearly  all  the  great  colleges  and  normal  schools  of 
the  country  have  either  a  camera  or  a  stereopticon  of  th  'ir  own  ; 
but  Weymouth  is,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  first. town  to  hold  the 
slides  and  camera  in  common,  to  pass  them  around  from  school  to 
school,  and  make  them  an  integral  part  of  the  common  school 
system.  Should  not  the  work  in  which  we  have  made  so  good  a 
beginning  receive  substantial  encouragement  from  the  town  and  be 
permanentlj' maintained  ?  It  has  passed  out  of  the  experimental 
into  the  practical  stage.  It  pays.  It  is  in  keeping  with  the  times, 
and  has  the  endorsement  of  the  world  at  large ;  for  just  as  we 
employ  pictures  ,  to  bring  far-away  scenes  around  us,  so  do  the 
great  railroads  emplo}'  them  to  advertise  their  routes  of  travel, 
and  so  do  the  great  newspapers  employ  them  to  make  their  col¬ 
umns  more  attractive.  What  we  are  doing  the  great  world  outside 
is  doing,  —  teaching  through  the  eye.

DECORATING  SCHOOL-HOUSE  YARDS. 

Over  two  hundred  dollars  was  expended  last  summer  for  flowers, 
trees,  lawn  borders,  “rockeries,”  and  the  like;  of  this  amount 
about  one  hundred  dollars  was  raised  by  the  pupils,  and  fifty  dol¬ 
lars  given  by  the  Village  Improvement  Association,  of  South  Wey- 
mouth.  The  rest  was  obtained  from  the  other  improvement  asso¬ 
ciations  of  the  town,  or  taken  out  of  my  lecture  fund.  Then  there 
were  individual  gifts  of  flowers,  which,  if  purchased  outright,  would 
have  raised  the  amount  expended  to  three  hundred  dollars.  I  am 
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proud  to  say7  that  not  a  pupil  in  the  public  schools,  so  far  as  I  know, 
did  any  damage  to  this  property.  Not  a  flower  was  plucked  nor 
a  twig  bent,  so  far  as  I  know,  without  permission  from  the  teachers, 
This  is  important  testimony  ;  it  goes  to  show  that  it  is  always  safe 
and  wise  to  treat  pupils  about  right.  Surround  them  with  the 
beautiful,  and  they  will  grow  up  with  improved  tastes,  and  a  dis¬ 
position  to  respect  the  property  and  rights  of  others.  Schoolhouses 
and  school  grounds  should  be  up  to  the  level  of  the  average  home. 
The  moment  you  let  them  fall  below  that  level,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  schoolhouses  at  East  AVeymouth,  you  practically  say  to  the 
pupils  :  “  The  work  you  are  engaged  in  is  not  of  much  consequence, 
and  3  ou  are  not  entitled  to  much  consideration  at  our  hands.”  That 
moment  the  lowering  influence  upon  the  lives  of  the  pupils  begins. 

Now,  I  would  not  ask  you  to  spend  an)’’  part  of  the  town’s  money 
for  mere  flower-beds,  and  yTou  would  not  probably  think  of  doing  so, 
although  public  mone}7  is  often  expended  in  worse  ways,  but  there 
are  certain  improvements  that  ought  to  be  effected  at  once.  The 
North  High  School  yTard  is  in  a  very  unsightly  state.  So  too,  al¬ 
though  in  less  degree,  is  the  Broad  Street  School  yard,  at  the 
Larding.  It  seems  a  pity'  to  erect  such  fine  school  buildings  and 
then  stop  short  suddenly7,  when  a  few  hundred  dollars  more  would 
set  them  off  to  such  advantage.  A  village  improvement  associa¬ 
tion  is  needed  in  this  part  of  the  town  to  smooth  the  way  to 
reform. 

With  twenty  school  yards  in  town,  not  including  the  unsightly 
premises  that  surround  the  Town  House,  in  the  back  part  of  which 
the  Centre  School  is  located,  we  have  an  opportunity  to  create  as 
many  attractive  little  parks  that  would  enhance  the  value  of  prop¬ 
et  ty  throughout  the  town,  and  contribute  not  a  little  to  raise  it  in 
the  public  estimation.  Numerous  little  touches  aie  needed  here 
and  there,  and  in  some  quarters  the  removal  of  fences,  and  extensive 
grading. 


I  would  extend  my  thanks  to  the  managers  of  the  Weymouth 
Agricultural  and  Industrial  Association  for  the  interest  they  have 
taken  in  our  efforts  to  improve  the  lo  ks  of  tilings,  and  the  prizes 
they  offered  for  the  best  bouquets  the  pupils  could  make  of  the 
flowers  gathered  on  the  school  grounds. 
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IMPROVED  OUT-BUILDINGS. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  expend  $500  or  more,  the  coming 
•  year,  in  improving  the  out-buildings  in  various  parts  of  the  town, 

even  if,  to  do  this,  it  is  necessary  to  pass  over  quite  a  number  of 
other  matters  that  really  ought  to  be  attended  to.  The  out-build¬ 
ings  in  Ward  4  were  recently  renewed  and  enlarged,  and  since 
then  the}f  have  been  well  cared  for.  The  fact  that  we  can  take 
care  of  flowers  and  shubbery  ought  to  be  accepted  as  evidence  that 
we  can  and  would  take  care  of  out-buildings,  if  properl}’  con¬ 
structed  ;  and  floral  decorations  in  the  front  part  of  school 
grounds  hardly  seem  in  keeping  with  out-buildings  in  a  vile  condi¬ 
tion  in  the  rear.  Repairs  on  out-buildings,  after  those  on  leaky 
roofs,  should,  in  my  opinion,  take  precedence  of  all  other  repairs 
the  coming  year.  Work  of  this  nature  was  proposed  some  years 
ago,  but  it  has  been  put  off  from  time  to  time,  until  now  I  hope  it 
will  be  no  longer  delayed. 

MUSICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

Some  one  says  that  the  whole  boy  and  the  whole  girl  should  be 
put  to  school.  The  observation  is  a  ver}T  shrewd  and  just  one,  and 
applies,  by  way  of  protest,  to  our  own  schools.  We  put  about 
two  thirds  or  three  fourths  of  a  boy  to  school ;  in  other  words,  the 
instruction  we  impart  is  too  narrow  and  one-sided.  It  does  not 
reach  all  parts  of  the  boy.  Until  we  remedy  this  state  of  things, 
we  shall  have  no  cause  to  be  remembered  with  gratitude  bv  those 
who  are  now  under  our  charge. 

Looking  back  to  m}^  own  school  days,  I  can  see  how  meagre  the  in¬ 
struction  was.  It  did  not  include  music,  it  did  not  include  drawing, 
it  did  not  include  the  elementary  sciences.  It  did  not  help  a  child 
to  grow  up  into  a  great  love  of  nature.  It  stuck  too  closely  to 
the  three  R’s.  I  do  not  blame  the  school  authorities  for  not  pro¬ 
viding  a  more  liberal  course  of  study,  for  the  times  were  not  ready 
for  it.  But  the  times  have  changed  now,  and  we  should  do  some¬ 
thing  to  broaden  our  lines  of  work.  A  special  instructor  in  music 
should  be  employed  in  our  schools,  and  other  provisions  made  for 
the  regular  and  systematic  instruction  of  the  pupils  in  this  branch. 
Our  schools  are  running  upon  too  narrow  a  gauge.  They  do  not 
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lay  bold  of  the  child  as  they  ought,  and  build  him  up  and  round 
him  out  and  mike  him  many-sided,  so  that  when  he  goes  out  into 
the  great  woi  Id  he  will  be  able  to  “  catch  on,”  as  the  expression 
goes,  to  the  complex  social  life  around  him,  and  derive  full  benefit 
from  the  newspapers,  the  high-class  concerts,  the  Chautauquan 
circles,  and  the  like,  as  well  as  to  grow  up  into  active  sympathy 
with  the  natural  world,  —  the  earth,  and  air,  and  sea,  and  sky. 
Music  enters  too  largely  into  the  life  of  the  people  now  for  us  to 
ignore  it  in  the  schools.  The  town  is  all  ready  and  ripe  for  its  in¬ 
troduction.  A  few  would  oppose  it,  but  the  great  majorit}^  would 
welcome  it  heartily. 

When  a  rich  man  discovers  in  his  daughter  an  unusual  talent  for 
music,  what  does  he  do?  He  gives  her  the  best  private  instruction  ; 
he  places  her  under  some  celebrated  teacher ;  perhaps  he  sends  her 
to  Europe.  At  any  rate,  he  does  all  he  can  to  encoarage  the 
development  of  the  talent  by  which  he  feels  that  a  special  distinc¬ 
tion  is  conferred  upon  his  child.  When  the  rich  so  strenuously 
demand  musical  instruction  for  their  children,  the  poor  should  have 
it,  —  at  least,  within  bounds,  —  in  this  republican  land  of  ours. 
There  is  no  caste  in  education.  The  schools  are  for  all  classes. 
High  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  meet  upon  a  level  before  a  school- 
house  door.  While  we  cannot  go  so  far  and  do  so  much  for  each 
individual  child  as  the  rich,  out  of  their  abundant  means,  can  do 
for  themselves,  we  can  and  should  give  each  child  a  good  start  in 
music.  We  can  and  should  teach  every,  child  the  elements  of 
music.  * 

INSTRUCTION  IN  TEMPERANCE. 

Twenty  minutes  a  week  are  now  devoted  to  teaclii ng  temperance 
in  all  grades,  and  the  books  specially  adopted  for  this  purpose  are 
as  follows:  The  Child’s  Health  Primer,  Hygiene  for  Young  People, 
and  Steele’s  Physiology,  the  abridged  edition  for  the  first  grade 
grammar,  and  the  larger  edition  for  the  high  schools.  To  see  the 
keenness  of  interest  with  which  even  the  little  children  listen  to  the 
talks  of  the  teachers  upon  the  human  body,  confirms  me  in  my 
conviction  that  we  should  have  graduated  instruction  in  botany, 
geolog}',  and  the  kindred  sciences,  all  the  way  along.  The  great 
work  of  the  future  is  going  to  be  a  recasting  of  the  course  of  study. 
The  natural  sciences  will  not  be  taught  in  the  high  schools,  and 
arithmetic  and  technical  grammar  will  not  be  taught  in  the  lower 
grades  so  exclusively  as  now. 
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ONE  SESSION  DAYS. 

The  following  communication,  add  essed  to  the  teachers,  explains 

the  arrangements  made  with  regard  to  u  one  session  ”  da}^s  :  — 

* 

Hereafter,  in  weather  that  justifies  “  one  session,”  the  ste  im  whistle  at 
the  shoe  factories  of  Messrs.  Torrey  in  North  Weymouth,  Clapp  in  East 
Weymouth,  Hart  in  Weymouth,  Newhall  ami  Hall  in  Weymouth,  and 
Fogg,  Shaw,  Thayer  &  Co.,  in  South  Weymouth,  also,  at  the  Iron  Works 
in  East  Weymouth,  will  be  blown  at  11.45  a.  m.  (two  long  blows  and  one 
short  one  between,  unless  the  engineers  prefer  to  blow  otherwise),  to  in¬ 
dicate  that  the  schools  throughout  the  town  will  keep  until  one  o’clock 
and  then  dismiss  for  the  day.  No  change  of  sessions  will  he  made  for  a 
mere  snow  storm  unless  the  snow  is  already  deep  and  the  storm  driving. 
No  change  will  be  made  for  a  gentle,  drizzling  rain.  The  shoe  factories 
will  be  notified  when  to  blow  by  a  messenger  from  the  public  telephone 
station.  Whistles  will  be  blown  as  above  at  7.55  a.  m.,  when  the  weather 
is  exceedingly  severe  and  there  is  to  be  no  school  for  the  day. 


VISITORS’  DAYS. 

Although  visitors  are  welcome  at  all  times,  we  have,  as  is  well 
known,  certain  days  set  aside  as  visitors’  days. 

During  the  school  }Tear  1884-5,  the  schools  received  in  all  3,783 
visits.  Of  these  661  were  in  Ward  1,  1032  in  Ward  2,  1074 
in  Ward  3,  366  in  Ward  4,  and  652  in  Ward  5.  For  the  number 
of  visits  paid  each  school,  see  statistical  table  appended  to  this 
report. 

THE  SCIENTIFIC  DEPARTMENT  OF  OUR  HIGH 

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year  something  has  been  done  toward  making  the 
scientific  department  of  our  high  schools  more  practical  and  thor¬ 
ough,  as  well  as  more  attractive  and  popular. 

Ph)sics  and  chemistry  alone,  if  properly  taught  by  means  of  ex¬ 
periment,  observation  and  careful  thought,  furnish  an  invaluable 
method  by  which  the  pupil  may  acquire  practical  knowledge  for 
himself  in  the  future.  Laboratoiy  work,  even  with  limited  re¬ 
sources  in  the  way  of  apparatus,  arrests  the  attention  of  the  pupil, 
and  keeps  alive  an  interest  where  mere  text-book  description  cre¬ 
ates  disgust.  It  stimulates  the  inventive  faculty,  gives  a  better 
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knowledge  of  common  things,  and  better  prepares  pupils  for 
mechanical  employments  where  ingenuity  and  skill  are  required. 
For  these  reasons  the  scientific  department  of  our  high  schools 
should  receive  special  attention.  It  can  be  made  exceedingly  at¬ 
tractive  to  boys,  and  furnish  them  an  inducement  to  remain  longer 
in  the  schools.  If  the  annual  expenditure  of  a  moderate  sum  of 
money  for  apparatus  and  laboratory  equipments  be  continued  for  a 
number  of years,  —  a  sum  equal  to  that  expended  this  year,  —  it  will 
result  in  making  our  high  schools  meet  more  fully  the  wants  of  an 
industrial  community.  How  is  Massachusetts  to  hold  her  own 
with  the  rich  states  of  the  Mississippi  valley  except  through  edu¬ 
cation, —  not  merely  a  classical  education,  but  an  education  that 
shall  take  the  possessor  into  the  material  world,  and  enable  him  to 
observe  with  a  keener  e}'e,  and  work  with  a  more  skillful  hand. 

Both  of  the  high  schools  have  been  highly  favored  as  regards 
donations  during  this  year.  The  North  High  has  received  valua¬ 
ble  specimens  of  minerals  from  different  Weymouth  parties,  and 
thirty  from  Prof.  J.  D.  Dana,  Prof.  E.  S.  Dana,  and  Arnold  Gf. 
Dana,  of  Yale  College  ;  also  a  collection  of  shells  valued  at  $75 
from  a  friend  of  the  school  and  prominent  citizen  of  the  town. 
The  South  High  has  received  from  the  Boston  Society  of  Natural 
History  a  collection  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  shells,  with  name  of 
shell  and  locality  from  which  it  came  marked  on  each.  It  has  also 
a  valuable  collection  of  minerals,  to  which  friends  of  the  school  are 
constantly  adding,  and  invited  to  add,  and  which,  like  that  of  the 
North  High,  now  numbers  some  two  hundred  specimens.  Both 
schools  have  a  larger  attendance  and  are  doing  better  work  than  at 
any  previous  time  in  their  history.  Both  have  made  a  good  begin¬ 
ning  in  laboratory  work,  and  the  South  High  has  a  room  specially 
fitted  up  for  this  purpose. 

CLOSER  CONNECTIONS  WITH  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

In  the  grammar  school,  in  connection  with  the  study  of  history, 
geography,  and,  perhaps,  of  physiology,  and,  in  the  high  school, 
in  connection  with  scientific  stndy,  there*  ought  to  be  a  collateral 
course  of  reading,  more  full  of  detail  and  more  interesting  than 
the  text-books  can  furnish.  While  }7et  in  school,  the  pupil  should 
be  led  up  through  collateral  reading  to  a  fuller  acquaintance  with 


these  branches,  and  so  taught  that,  through  the  gratification  of  a 
desire  for  more  knowledge,  a  desire  created  in  the  school-room, 
he  will  seek  additional  information  with  which  to  clothe  the  mere 

,  t 

skeleton  of  facts  obtained  from  the  text-books,  and  so  convert  it 
into  a  living  form.  In  the  absence  of  a  school  library,  a  branch 
of  the  public  library  ought  to  be  located  in  each  large  school  build¬ 
ing,  i.  e.,  the  principal  should  have  charge  of  a  weekly  delivery 
of  books.  Each  scholar  on  entering  the  grammar  school  should 
receive  a  card  entitling  him  to  take  books.  Last  year  mention 
was  made  of  the  preparation  of  a  catalogue  of  books  in  the  Tuft's 
Library  suitable  for  the  reading  of  pupils  in  the  grammar  school, 
in  connection  with  the  study  of  geography  and  history.  This 
should  be  enlarged  to  meet  the  wants  of  high  school  pupils.  With 
these  things  accomplished,  the  teacher  may  exert  an  influence  upon 
his  pupils  to  get  them  to  read  these  books  at  the  proper  time  in  the 
course  of  study.  Thus  something  would  be  done  to  create  a  taste 
*for  reading,  and  for  better  reading,  and  to  enable  the  pupil,  as  he 
leaves  school,  to  take  up  and  carry  on  for  himself  the  great  work 
of  progressive  self-education  in  the  school  of  life, —  the  true  school, 
and  the  true  education.  This  experiment  has  already  been  suc¬ 
cessful^  inaugurated  in  the  Bates  School,  South  Weymouth,  where 
the  pupils,  coming  many  of  them  from  quite  a  distance,  are  especi¬ 
ally  benefitted.  The  principal  acts  as  sub-librarian,  and  attends  to 
a  weekly  delivery  of  books.  Other  schools  could  undoubtedly  do 
this  to  advantage.  • 

TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  TEACHERS. 

You  have  under  consideration  the  matter  of  increased  school  ac¬ 
commodations  in  East  Weymouth,  and  what  I  have  to  say  about 
a  training  school  for  teachers  may  have  some  bearing  on  that  sub¬ 
ject.  Supposing  one  large  central  building  is  erected,  and  the 
grammar  school  scholars,  among  others,  are  transferred  to  it;  the 
Franklin  School  would  then  become  a  primary  school  of  three 
grades,  first,  second,  and  third.  In  connection  with  that  primary 
school,  when  formed,  I  should  like  to  establish  a  training  school 
for  teachers.  The  Franklin  School  building  was  originally  built 
for  a  high  school.  It  has  a  large  study  hall  and  two  small  recitation 
rooms  on  the  upper  floor,  and  is  well  suited  to  the  use  to  which  I 
should  like  to  put  it. 
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What  would  be  the  advantage  of  a  training  school? 

It  would  enable  you  to  do  away  with  all  guess  work  in  the 
selection  of  teachers.  You  cannot  tell  a  good  teacher  by  merely 
looking  at  her  and  asking  her  a  few  questions.  Teaching  power 
lies  deeper  than  that.  It  is  largely  a  natural  gift  like  singing  or 
painting.  Young  ladies  graduate  from  our  high  schools  and  apply 
for  a  position,  but,  failing  to  secure  it  at  once,  drift  into  other 
occupations.  We  lose  some  of  the  very  best  teaching  talent  in 
this  way.  It  escapes  us  because  we  have  no  opportunity  to  test 
it  beforehand. 

Haverhill  had  a  training  school  for  jTears  before  it  employed  a 
superintendent  of  schools  and  relied  upon  it  for  keeping  up  the 
character  of  its  schools.  Quincy  and  Dedham  have  training  schools 
and  so  have  numerous  other  towns.  I  have  before  me  the  circular 
of  the  training  school  of  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  which  says  :  — 

No  lady  will  trust  the  making  of  a  costly  wardrobe  to  a  young  girl  who 
has  not  learned  to  sew,  just  because  she  sets  herself  up  as  a  dressmaker. 
But  very  many  ladies  trust  their  priceless  children  to  inexperienced  girls, 
just  out  of  school,  who  have  not  made  one  hour’s  preparation  for  teach¬ 
ing.  Such  persons,  with  no  knowledge  of  human  nature,  ignorant  of  meth- 
odsof  imparting  what  they  may  know  themselves,  waste  the  powers  and 
time  of  the  children,  just  as  much  as  the  bungling  artisan  wastes  the 
material  with  which  she  works. 

Is  not  this  true,  and  can’t  we  effect  a  reform?  I  believe  that 
the  establishment  of  a  training  school  for  teachers  is  an  entirely 
practicable  scheme,  which,  if  carried  out,  would  enable  you,  first, 
to  pick  out  unerringly  the  best  teaching  talent  the  town  affords ; 
and,  second,  to  place  in  charge  of  the  schools  only  those  who, 
having  had  some  experience  in  teaching,  would  not  have  every¬ 
thing  to  learn.  Their  faults  would  have  been  corrected,  in  a  mea¬ 
sure,  under  the  e}re  of  the  expert  teacher  who  would  be  in  charge 
of  the  training  school.  Obviousty,  we  should  select  our  teachers 
with  greater  care  than  that  which  is  exercised  in  selecting  the  fuel 
or  furniture.  Compared  with  the  great  living  question,  Who  shall 
be  our  teachers,  all  others  connected  with  school  management  are 
of  secondary  importance.  Upon  the  teacher  depends,  in  great 
part,  the  school ;  and  upon  the  school  depends,  in  great  part,  the 
character  of  the  rising  generation.  “  In  the  importance  of  the 
work,”  says  Henry  Ward  Beecher,  “  there  is  no  profession  stand- 
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ing  higher  among  us  than  that  of  the  teacher,  who,  like  Christ, 
goes  down  to  the  children  and  lifts  them  up.” 

I  will  not  here  enter  into  any  details  with  regard  to  the  organiz¬ 
ation  of  such  a  school,  the  pay  of  the  apprentice  teachers,  and  the 
like,  but  simply  express  the  hope  that  you  will  give  the  matter 
your  attention. 


IN  CONCLUSION. 

I  think  it  is  a  very  hard  matter  to  write  a  school  report  and 
speak  with  entire  fairness  of  the  condition  of  the  schools.  I  ob¬ 
serve  that  the  most  glowing  and  eloquent  school  reports  often  come 
from  those  towns  that  have  the  poorest  schools.  Now,  I  would 
not  have  Weymouth  classed  with  these  towns  that  say  so  much  and 
do  so  little.  Rather  would  I  speak  out  with  entire  frankness  and 
expose  faults,  if  any  exist.  Looking  back  over  the  year,  I  can 
see  the  high  schools  have  gained  ground  and  broadened  their  work  ; 
I  can  see  that  decorating  school-house  yards  has  had  a  good  influ¬ 
ence  ;  I  can  see  that  we  have  improved  here  a  little  and  there  a 
little.  \ 

The  year  has  been  one  of  general  progress  along  old  lines.  The 
relations  of  all  concerned  in  the  management  of  the  schools  have 
been  harmonious,  perhaps  too  harmonious.  Sometimes,  as  a 
Boston  supervisor  says,  a  man  needs  a  good  thrashing  to  get 
the  best  out  of  him.  On  the  other  hand,  looking  ahead,  I  can 
see  that  what  ought  to  be  done  greatly  outweighs  that  which 
we  have  already  accomplished.  Until  we  have  put  music  into 
the  schools,  improved  the  sanitary  arrangements  quite  generally, 
made  the  election  of  the  best  teachers  the  market  affords 
a  dead  certainty,  and  put  up  among  the  shanty  schoolhouses 
of  East  Weymouth  a  noble  edifice  that  will  be  an  honor  not 
only  to  that  village  but  to  the  whole  town,  we  have  no  right 
to  hold  our  heads  very  high.  At  the  same  time,  the  outlook  is 
encouraging,  —  greatly  so.  With  the  telephone  above  ground, 
the  water-pipes  underground,  the  gas  in  prospect,  and  the  village 
improvement  associations  reaching  out  their  double  rows  of  trees 
to  meet  each  other  along  the  main  highways,  the  town  is  rapidty 
coming  together.  One  thing  helps  another,  and  I  pen  these  lines 
in  full  confidence  that  what  we  need  will  gravitate  lowards  us.  As 
soon  as  a  new  school  building  goes  up  in  East  Weymouth,  and  its 
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erection  can’t  be  long  delayed,  the  schools  in  that  village  will  take 
a  long  leap  ahead,  and  those  in  the  other  parts  of  the  town,  feel¬ 
ing  the  effects  of  the  improved  condition  of  things,  will  mend 
apace.  Soon,  1  hope,  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  boast  that  we 
are  in  the  vanguard  of  education,  making  long  strides  towards  the 
realization  of  a  high  and  just  ideal.

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REVISED  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

SESSIONS. 

Sect.  4.  The  schools  are  to  be  kept  on  the  first  five  secular  days 
of  each  school  week,  and  at  no  other  time;  the  morning  session  to 
commence  at  nine  o’clock  and  close  at  twelve  ;  the  afternoon  session 
to  commence  at  two  o’clock  and  close  at  four. 

The  time,  however,  of  opening  and  closing  the  High  School  may 
be  determined  by  the  local  committee. 

RECESSES. 

Sect.  8.  There  shall  be,  during  the  forenoon  session  of  the 
schools,  a  joint  recess,  not  exceeding  in  duration  fifteen  minutes, 
including  going  out  and  coming  in.  During  the  afternoon  session, 
there  shall  be  a  recess  of  five  minutes  for  the  primary  grades,  but 
none  for  the  other  grades. 

TEACHERS  ’  MEETINGS. 

Teachers  are  required  to  attend  the  Teachers’  Meeting  appointed 
by  the  Committee  or  Superintendent.  Authority  is  given  the  Super¬ 
intendent  to  demand,  in  cases  of  non-attendance,  a  written  explan¬ 
ation  of  the  same. 


SUBSTITUTES. 

Substitutes  shall  not  be  placed  in  charge  of  schools  by  any 
teacher,  without  permission  of  the  local  committee  or  Superintendent 
Unless  other  contract  is  made  between  the  Committee  and  such 
substitutes,  they  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  regular 
teachers,  and  may  render  their  bills  to  the  town.

RECENT  ENACTMENTS. 

INSTRUCTION  IN  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HYGIENE. 

[Chap.  332,  Acts  of  1885.] 

An  Act  requiring  Physiology  and  Hygiene  to  be  taught  in  the  public 

Schools. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Physiology  and  hygiene,  which,  in  both  divisions  of 
the  subject,  shall  include  special  instruction  as  to  the  effects  of  al¬ 
coholic  drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  on  the  human  system,  shall 
be  taught  as  a  regular  branch  of  study  to  all  pupils  in  all  schools 
supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  public  money,  except  special 
schools  maintained  solety  for  instruction  in  particular  branches, 
such  as  drawing,  mechanics,  art,  and  like  studies.  All  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  relating  to  the  qualifications  of  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  shall  apply  to  the  branch  of  study  prescribed  in  this  act. 

Section.  2.  All  penalties  now  fixed  for  neglect  to  provide  in¬ 
struction  in  the  branches  of  study  now  prescribed  by  law  shall  apply 
to  the  branch  of  study  prescribed  in  section  one. 

Section.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  August 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eightjT-five.  [Approved  June  16, 
1885.] 

ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  ART.  ' 

[Chap.  30,  Resolves  of  1883.] 

Resolve  for  the  encouragement  of  Industrial  Art  in  the  Common  Schools. 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  education  be  empowered  and  di¬ 
rected  te  examine  carefully  the  courses  of  instruction  in  industrial 
drawing,  as  adopted  in  the  common  schools,  and  to  make  such 
recommendations  as  ma}^  be  best  calculated  to  establish  in  the 
courses  taught  in  said  schools  a  closer  conformity  to  the  course  of 
instruction  of  the  normal  art  school ;  to  the  end  that  the  effect  of 
its  efforts  in  the  direction  of  the  cultivation  and  encouragement  of 
industrial  art  may  be  more  widely  and  thoroughly  diffused  in  the 
common  schools  of  the  Commonwealth.  [ Became  a  law  April  23, 
1883.] 
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FREE  TEXT  BOOKS. 

[Chap.  103,  Acts  of  1884.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  furnishing  of  Free  Text-books  and  school  sup¬ 
plies  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Public  Schools.

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town  shall 
purchase,  at  the  expense  of  such  city  or  town,  text-books  and 
other  school  supplies  used  in  the  public  schools  ;  and  said  text-books 
and  supplies  shall  be  loaned  to  the  pupils  of  said  public  schools 
free  of  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  to  care  and 
custody  as  the  school  committee  may  prescribe. 

Section  2.  Pupils  supplied  with  text-books  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act  shall  not  be  supplied  with  similar  books  by  the 
committee  until  needed. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of 
August,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four.  [ Approved  March  22, 

1884. ] 

[Chap.  222,  Acts  of  1885.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  employment  of  Children  in  manufacturing  and 

other  Establishments. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  of 
the  acts  of  the  j^ear  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  is  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  :  — “ Section  1.  No  child  under  ten  years  of 
age  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing,  mechanical  or  mer¬ 
cantile  establishment  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  no  child  under 
twelve  years  of  age  shall  be  so  employed  at  any  time  during  the 
days  in  which  the  public  sehools  are  in  session  in  the  city  or  town 
in  which  he  resides.  Any  parent  or  guardian  who  permits  such 
employment  shall  for  such  offence  forfeit  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city 
or  town.” 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five.  [ Approved  May  12, 

1885. ] 
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TRUANCY. 

[Chap.  155,  Acts  of  1884.] 

An  Act  relating  to  the  establishment  of  Union  County  Truant  Schools. 

Be  it  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Three  or  more  cities  or  towns  in  each  of  two,  three 
or  four  contiguous  counties,  may  require  the  county  commissioners 
of  such  counties  to  establish  union  truant  schools,  as  provided  by 
section  fourteen  of  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Section  2.  So  much  of  said  section  fourteen  as  relates  to  the 
case  of  Norfolk,  Bristol,  Barnstable  and  Plymouth  counties  is 
hereby  repealed.  [ Approved  April  16,  1884.] 

[Chap.  71,  Acts  of  1885.] 

An  Act  to  prevent  Truancy. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Whoever,  after  notice  from  a  truant  officer  to  refrain  from  so 
doing,  offers  a  reward  for  service  to  any  child,  in  consequence  of 
which  reward  such  child  is  induced  unlawfully  to  absent  himself  from 
school,  or  whoever  after  notice  as  aforesaid  in  any  manner  entices 
or  induces  any  child  to  truancy,  or  whoever  knowingly  employs  or 
harbors  any  unlawful  absentee  from  school,  or  truant,  shall  forfeit 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  to  the  use  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  said  offence  occurs,  to 
be  recovered  by  complaint.  [ Approved  March  11,  1885.] 

LIQUOR  LICENSES. 

[Chap.  220,  Acts  of  1882.] 

An  Act  to  prohibit  the  granting  of  Licenses  for  the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
Liquors  on  premises  within  a  certain  distance  of  Public  Schools. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section.  1.  No  license  of  the  first,  second  or  third  class,  under 

« 

the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  Public  Statutes,  shall 
be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  any  building  or 
place  on  the  same  street  within  four  hundred  feet  of  any  building 
occupied  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  public  school. 

Section  2.  This  act^shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [. Ap¬ 
proved  May  12,  1882.] 
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CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

[Chap.  64,  Acts  of  1884.] 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Contagious  Diseases  through  the  Public 

Schools. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc .,  as  follows : 

The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  attend  the 
public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such 
pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet  fever,  or 
during  a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal 
of  such  sick  person.  [. Approved  March  7,  1884.] 

[Chap.  198,  Acts  of  1885.] 

An  Act  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Contagious  Diseases  through  the  Public 

Schools. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Chapter  sixty-four  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-four  is  hereby  amended  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows  :  — 
“  The  school  committees  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  attend  the 
public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which  such  pupil 
belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet  fever,  or  during  a 
period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such 
sick  person ;  and  any  pupil  coming  from  such  household  shall  be 
required  to  present  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  the  pupil  desires 
to  attend,  a  certificate,  from  the  attending  physician  or  board  of 
health,  of  the  facts  necessary  to  entitle  him  to  admission,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  above  regulation.”  [ Approved  April  29,  1885.]
